CHANGES  IN  ELECTION  LAW 


All  statutes  cited  are  from  California  Elections  Code;  key  changes  in  black: 


OLD  LAW 

7225.  At  every  direct  primary  election  a county  central  committee 
shall  be  elected  in  each  county. 


NEW  LAW 

7225.  At  every  presidential  primary  election,  a county  central 
committee  may  be  elected  in  each  county. 


OLD  LAW 


7242.  The  committees  shall  perform  any  other  duties  and  services 
for  this  political  party  as  seem  to  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  party. 

They  shall  continue  to  function  and  exist  until  the  election  at  the 
succeeding  direct  primary  and  qualification  of  the  members  of  the  new 
committees. 


NEW  LAW 


7242.  The  committees  shall  perform  any  other  duties  and  services 
for  this  political  party  as  seem  to  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  party. 

They  shall  continue  to  function  and  exist  until  the  election  at  the 
succeeding  presidential  primary,  or  the  selection  pursuant  to  Section 
7230,  and  qualification  of  the  members  of  the  new  committees. 


COMMENT:  Note  that  new  law  provides  for  election  of  County  Committees  ONLY  at 
Presidential  primaries  (i.e.  every  four  years),  and  measures  terms  of  office  from 
Presidential  Primary  to  Presidential  primary!  Old  law  measured  terms  from  each  direct 
primary  to  the  next  direct  primary  (i.e.  two  years) 


Summary  of  Proposed  SFDCCC  Bylaw  Reforms 

The  following  is  a revised  summary  of  proposed  changes  to  the  S.F.  Democratic  County 

Central  Committee's  bylaws.  Included  are  both  major  and  minor  reforms,  which  intend 

update  the  DCCC's  governing  rules  to  reflect  current  state  law,  and  better  harmonize  the 

provisions  with  the  Brown  Act  and  other  laws  applying  to  local  government  bodies. 

Major  Changes 

• Fairly  extensive  detail  has  been  added  to  the  "Agenda  and  Notice”  section,  the  most 
significant  of  which  is  to  reduce  the  notice  time  from  15-days  to  72-hours  in  most  cases. 

• Terms  have  been  extended  from  two-years  to  four-years  to  comport  with  recent 
changes  to  state  law. 

• Several  updated  provisions  reflect  changes  under  the  "top  two"  election  scheme. 

• A new  amendment  prohibits  endorsements  of  non-Democrats  by  Chartered  Democratic 
Organizations,  except  in  "top  two"  General  Elections  in  which  there  are  no  Democratic 
candidates. 

• The  existing  provision  that  hearings  for  the  removal  of  members  may  "be  held  in  closed 
session"  has  been  removed.  [This  is  a policy  call,  but  it  is  the  easiest  way  to  avoid 
onerous  requirements  that  generally  apply  to  Closed  Session  meetings.] 

• A change  to  the  procedure  for  putting  items  on  the  agenda  has  been  proposed,  which  is 
a policy  call.  Its  enactment  would  avoid  Brown  Act/Sunshine  problems  that  could  be 
raised  when  non-noticed  items  are  agendized  for  last-minute  votes. 

• A section  requiring  meetings  to  be  audio  or  video  recorded  has  been  added.  This  would 
obviously  require  a minor  investment  in  equipment  and  expertise,  but  it  would  be 
difficult  to  harmonize  our  bylaws  with  the  Brown  Act  and  Sunshine  without  it.  [Though 
we  could  post  audio  or  video  files  online  with  relative  ease,  I think  the  larger  challenge 
here  is  to  achieve  audio  quality  sufficient  to  ensure  that  all  members  comments  are 
intelligible  to  listeners.] 

• "Gender  identity"  has  been  added  to  our  anti-discrimination  and  diversity  policy.  Not  a 
Brown  Act  issue,  but  a worthwhile  update  to  adopt. 


Minor  Changes 

• Meetings  of  the  DCCC  must  be  fully  open  to  the  public,  even  to  non-Democrats. 

• All  references  to  "Bylaws”  now  employ  uniform  spelling  throughout 

• Missing  title  for  "ARTICLE  I:  NAME  AND  PURPOSE"  has  been  added 

• The  public  noticing  process  for  the  removal  a member  has  been  clarified  to  be  “in 
accordance  with  the  open  meeting  and  public  noticing  requirements  of  Article  IV  of 
these  Bylaws." 

• Occasional  references  to  items  that  must  be  "mailed"  have  been  updated  to  the  more 
general  "provided,”  with  noticing  requirements  addressed  more  comprehensively  in  the 
"Agenda  and  Notice"  section. 

• Language  consistent  with  Sunshine  regarding  the  provision  of  minutes  under  the 
Recording  Secretary  section  has  been  added,  requiring  the  availability  of  draft  minutes 
on  request  and  posting  of  approved  minutes  "no  later  than  ten  working  days”  following 
approval. 

• References  to  "Emergency  meetings"  have  been  removed  for  clarity’s  sake.  These 
appear  to  be  indistinct  from  "Special  Meetings"  within  the  DCCC  bylaws,  but  an 


"Emergency  Meeting"  has  a specific  meaning  (and  specific  requirements)  under  the 
state  Brown  Act. 

The  regularly  occurring  day  and  regularly  occurring  location  of  SFDCCC  meetings  has 
been  added. 

Two  provisions  to  better  harmonize  with  Brown/Sunshine  have  been  added  with 
respect  to  meetings  that  are  sited  at  locations  other  than  the  usual  location  (which 
requires  a 15-day  advance  notice).

ARTICLE  I:  NAME  AND  PURPOSE 
Section  1.  NAME 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  the  SAN  FRANCISCO  DEMOCRATIC  PARTY.  Its 
governing  body  shall  be  the  SAN  FRANCISCO  DEMOCRATIC  COUNTY  CENTRAL 
COMMITTEE  (SFDCCC). 

Section  2.  PURPOSE 

a.  The  goal  of  the  SFDCCC  is  to  educate  voters  on  issues  of  importance  to  our  society,  to 
maximize  Democratic  voter  registration  and  turnout  in  all  communities,  and  to  support  and 
ensure  the  electoral  victory  of  Democratic  candidates  who  uphold  the  values  of  the 
Democratic  Party. 

| b.  These  jBylaws  shall  govern  the  organization,  operation,  and  functions  of  the  political  party 
known  as  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  (The  Party)  and  the  San  Francisco  Democratic 
County  Central  Committee  (SFDCCC). 

c.  The  SFDCCC  may  endorse  partisan  and  nonpartisan  primary  and  general  candidate 
elections  and  may  take  positions  on  all  local  ballot  measures. 

ARTICLE  II:  MEMBERSHIP 
Section  1:  MEMBERSHIP 
a.  SFDCCC  MEMBERSHIP 

1.  Elected  Members  from  Assembly  Districts  representing  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  in  whole  or  in  part.  The  number  of  Elected  Members  and  specific  Assembly 
Districts  are  determined  by  provisions  of  the  California  Elections  Code,  California  State 
District  lines,  and  Federal  Census  data. 

2.  Ex  Officio  members  shall  consist  of  the  following: 

A.  Any  Democrat  who  is  elected  or  otherwise  designated  to  serve,  or  who  is  serving  in  the 
lollowing  elected  offices  representing  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francjscojn  whole  or  in 


. Assemblyperson 
i,  State  Senator 
ii  Congressperson 


B.  Any  Democrat  resident  of  San  Francisco  who  is  elected  or  otherwise  designated  to  serve, 
or  who  is  serving  in  any  partisan  office  other  than  those  described  in  subdivision  2 A 
"Partisan  office”  shall  mean  any  office  for  which  a candidate  may  list  his/her  party 
affiliation  on  the  ballot. 

C.  Following  certification  of  primary  election  results,  for  any  partisan  office  other  than  those 
listed  in  subdivision  2 A,  any  candidate  resident  in  San  Francisco  who  has  received  the 
Democratic  Party  endorsement.  Said  member  shall  continue  to  serve  until  the  earlier  of  fi~l 
election  or  appointment  of  a Democrat  to  said  office,  or  fiil  the  holding  of  the  next  primary 
election  for  said  office. 

D.  In  the  event  there  is  a Democratic  incumbent  entitled  to  Ex  Officio  membership  who  does 
not  seek  re-election,  or  a different  Democrat  receives  the  California  Democratic  Party 
endorsement,  the  incumbent  shall  continue  to  serve  on  the  SFDCCC  until  his/her  term  of 
office  is  over,  and  will  be  entitled  to  serve  concurrently  with  any  Democrat  who  becomes 
entitled  to  hold  an  Ex  officio  membership  bv  virtue  of  primary  election  results. 

3.  Rights  of  Ex-Officio  Members:  The  Ex-Officio  Members  are  full  voting  members  of  the 
SFDCCC.  An  Ex-Officio  Member  may  select  a designee  to  represent  him/her  bv  providing 
written  notice  of  the  designee  to  the  Chair  of  the  SFDCCC.  The  designee  shall  have  the  same 
voting  rights  as  the  Ex-Officio  Member, 

,4.  Associate  Members:  There  may  be  Associate  Members  of  the  County  Committee  who  will 
have  the  privilege  of  the  floor,  but  no  vote  in  the  deliberations  of  the  Committee.  The 
Associate  Members  shall  be  appointed  by  and  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Chairperson  of 
the  SFDCCC.  The  SFDCCC  may  appoint,  by  majority  vote  of  the  members  present,  additional 
Associate  Members  who  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Committee.  Additionally  the 
following  persons  shall  automatically  serve  as  Associate  Members  if  resident  in  San 
Francisco:  current  presidents/chairs  of  chartered  Democratic  dubs  in  good  standing, 
members  of  the  Democratic  State  Central  Committee,  and  Assembly  District  Chairs  and 
Regional  Chairs  of  the  California  State  Democratic  Party.  Associate  Member  status  may  be 
annulled  by  a majority  of  the  members  present  and  voting  at  the  time  of  the  request. 
Membership  of  Associate  Members  appointed  by  the  Chairperson  or  membership  of  the 
SFDCCC  shall  terminate  upon  certification  of  the  results  of  the  next  SFDCCC  election. 

| b.  TERM  OF  OFFICE:  Elected  members  shall  have  approximately  Jour  f_4j  year  terms. 

Membership  shall  extend  from  the  time  of  certification  of  election  results  of  each  SFDCCC 
election  until  certification  of  election  results  of  the  next  SFDCCC  election,  with  vacancies 
occurring  during  this  period  filled  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  4 of  this 
article. 

After  each  SFDCCC  election,  the  chair  of  the  SFDCCC  [or  the  next  highest  officer  in 
succession  if  the  chair  is  unavailable)  shall  call  a meeting  of  the  SFDCCC  within  30  days  of 
the  certification  of  election  results  to  seat  the  new  members  of  the  SFDCCC.

There  shall  be  no  dual  memberships.  The  membership  of  any  Democrat  who  is  elected  or 


otherwise  designated  to  hold  an  office  named  in  subdivision  (a)(2)  of  this  section  shall 
terminate  upon  their  taking  office.  A member  who  becomes  eligible  for  membership  on 
some  other  grounds  during  his  or  her  two-year  term  shall  inform  the  Chair  of  the  eligibility 
and  identify  the  position,  which  he  or  she  wishes  to  represent. 

Section  2.  QUALIFICATION  FOR  MEMBERSHIP 

A person  is  eligible  for  membership  on  the  SFDCCC  only  if  such  person  is  registered  as 
affiliated  with  the  Democratic  Party;  provided  that,  in  the  case  of  an  associate  member  or 
designee  of  an  ex  officio  member,  a person  may  serve,  though  ineligible  to  register  to  vote,  if 
he/she  has  declared  his  intention  to  register  as  a Democrat  upon  becoming  eligible  to 
register  as  a voter.  If  the  member's  party  affiliation  changes,  or  if  the  member's  residence 
changes  to  a location  outside  of  the  Assembly  District  he/she  was  elected  to  represent,  his 
or  her  membership  on  the  SFDCCC  shall  automatically  terminate. 

Section  3.  REMOVAL  FROM  MEMBERSHIP 

a.  The  removal  of  residence  by  an  Elected  member  of  the  SFDCCC  from  the  Assembly  district 
from  which  he  or  she  has  been  elected  or  appointed  a member  of  that  committee  or  the 
affiliation  with,  or  registration  as  a member  of,  a party  other  than  the  Democratic  Party  by 
an  Elected  member  of  the  SFDCCC  during  his  or  her  term  of  membership  shall  constitute  his 
or  her  automatic  resignation  from  the  SFDCCC. 

b.  Any  Elected  member  of  the  SFDCCC  who  misses  more  than  three  consecutive  regularly 
called  meetings  may  be  removed  by  a vote  of  the  committee  concerned,  unless  his  or  her 
absence  is  caused  by  illness  or  temporary  absence  from  the  county  on  the  date  of  the 
meeting,  or  is  otherwise  excused.  Any  absence  may  be  excused  by  the  Chair  of  the  SFDCCC, 
subject  to  the  ratification  of  the  SFDCCC. 

If  the  Chair  is  unwilling  to  excuse  an  absence,  the  member  may  ask  to  be  excused  by  the  full 
SFDCCC,  and  the  absence  may  be  excused  by  a majority  vote. 

c.  The  SFDCCC  may  remove  any  member,  other  than  an  Ex  Officio  member,  who  during  his 
or  her  term  of  membership  affiliates  with  a party  other  than  the  Democratic  Party,  who 
gives  support  to  or  avows  a preference  for  a candidate  for  partisan  office  other  than  a 
candidate  affiliated  with  the  Democratic  Party  or  who  knowingly  utilizes  his/her  SFDCCC 

ti t le  to  advocate  or  support  a candidate  not  endorsed  by  the  SFDCCC.  "Partisan  office"  shall 
mean  any  office  for  which  a candidate  may  list  his/her  party  affiliation  on  the  ballot, 
provided  that  an  SFDCCC  member  mav  endorse  a non-Democrat  for  a "top  two"  race  in  the 
event  no  Democrat  qualifies  for  the  general  election  ballot. 

4-  Removal  of  a member  for  reasons  listed  in  this  Article  shall  be  effected  in  the  following 
manner: 

1.  The  Chair  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  investigate  any  charges  of  behavior  that  could  support 
removal  under  this  Article.  If  substantiated,  the  Chair  shall  send  to  the  accused  member  by 
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timely  certified  mail:  a copy  of  the  statement  of  charges  and  a letter  stating  that  the  accused 
member  may  either  resign  or  have  a hearing  before  the  members  of  the  SFDCCC,  that  at 
such  hearing,  the  accused  member  shall  be  afforded  an  opportunity  to  respond  to  the 
statement  of  charges  and  to  confront  the  witnesses  against  such  member,  and  that  such 
member  may  be  represented  at  his/her  own  expense  at  such  hearing.  An  additional  copy  of 
the  aforesaid  documents  shall  also  be  transmitted  to  the  accused  member  by  fax,  email,  or 
regular  mail  at  or  before  the  time  the  copies  are  sent  by  certified  mail.  In  the  case  of  a 
member  whom  the  Chair  believes  has  moved  his/her  residence  from  the  Assembly  district 
from  which  he  or  she  has  been  elected  or  appointed,  the  notice  can  advise  the  member  that 
if  he/she  does  not  make  a written  request  to  the  Chair  within  ten  (10)  days  disputing  the 
charges  and  demanding  a hearing,  his/her  removal  will  be  effected  automatically,  and  in 
such  case  no  further  notice  or  hearing  will  be  required. 

2.  If  the  accused  member  does  not  resign,  the  Chair  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  schedule  a hearing 
before  the  SFDCCC  in  accordance  with  the  open  meeting  and  public  noticing  requirements 
of  Article  IV  of  these  Bylaws.  The  Chair  shall  send  a copy  of  the  statement  of  charges  to  all 
members  of  the  SFDCCC  along  with  a notice  of  the  date,  time,  and  location  of  the  hearing  no 
less  than  ten  (10)  days  prior  to  the  scheduled  hearing. 


3.  At  the  hearing  the  members  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  examine  the  statement  of  charges 
brought  against  the  accused  member.  The  accused  member  shall  be  afforded  an  opportunity 
to  respond  to  the  charges,  to  confront  any  witnesses,  and  may  be  represented  at  his/her 
own  expense  if  desired.  Such  hearing  shall  be  conducted  in  such  a fashion  as  to  afford  the 
| accused  member  due  process  of  law./U  the  conclusion  of  said  hearing,  upon  motion  for 
removal,  the  accused  member  may  be  removed  by  a vote  of  not  less  than  two-thirds  (2/3)  of 
the  members  present  and  voting. 

Section  4.  VACANCIES 

a.  A vacancy  on  the  SFDCCC  shall  be  deemed  to  exist  in  the  event  any  member  dies,  becomes 
incapacitated  to  act,  or  is  removed  from  membership  pursuant  to  Section  3 of  this  Article. 
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b.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  as  follows: 


1.  Whenever  possible,  the  Chairperson  shall  fill  vacancies  in  the  membership  of  the  SFDCCC 
no  later  than  forty-five  (45)  days  from  the  occurrence  of  vacancy.  Whenever  possible,  the 
Chair  shall  solicit  names  for  replacement  candidates  to  fill  the  vacancy.  The  Chair’s 
appointment  to  fill  the  vacancy  is  subject  to  ratification  by  a majority  vote  of  those  members 
of  the  SFDCCC  present  and  voting. 


ARTICLE  III:  OFFICERS 
Section  1.  ELECTED  OFFICERS 


The  elected  officers  of  this  County  Committee  shall  consist  of: 
a.  A Chairperson; 


b.  A First  Vice-Chairperson; 

c.  A Second  Vice-Chairperson; 

d.  A Third  Vice-Chairperson; 

e.  A Fourth  Vice-Chairperson; 

f.  A Treasurer; 

g.  A Recording  Secretary; 

h.  A Corresponding  Secretary. 

Election  of  officers  shall  occur  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC  after  SFDCCC  election 
results  have  been  certified.  Officers  shall  be  elected  by  a majority  of  the  members  of  the 
SFDCCC  present  and  voting.  Officer’s  terms  shall  be  the  length  of  the  term  of  the  SFDCCC. 
Officers  may  be  removed  by  a majority  vote  of  the  SFDCCC  members  present  and  voting  at 
any  properly  noticed  SFDCCC  meeting  where  the  intent  to  remove  the  officer  has  been 
properly  noticed.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  majority  vote  of  SFDCCC  members  present  and 
voting  at  any  properly  noticed  meeting.  At  least  one  Vice-Chairperson  shall  be  of  the 
opposite  sex  from  the  other  Vice-Chairpersons.  Each  Assembly  District  shall  be  represented 
by  two  Vice-Chairperson.  Additional  duties  of  the  officers  are  described  in  the  Policy  and 
Procedures  Manual. 

Section  2.  CHAIRPERSON 

The  Chairperson  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  County  Committee  and  shall  appoint  all 
committees  and  Chairpersons  of  such  committees  within  the  County  Committee  and  shall 
be  an  ex-  officio  member  of  all  committees.  The  Chairperson  shall  appoint  a voting  member 
of  the  SFDCCC  as  the  Parliamentarian.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  remain  a full  voting 
member  of  the  SFDCCC. 

Section  3.  SUCCESSION  OF  THE  CHAIRPERSON 

In  the  absence  of  the  Chairperson,  the  Acting  Chair  and  presiding  officer  shall  be  the  duly 
elected  officer  in  the  descending  order  as  shown  in  Article  III,  Section  1. 

Section  4.  VICE-CHAIRPERSONS 

The  duties  of  the  four  Vice-Chairs  shall  be  determined  by  the  Chair.  Duties  may  include: 
fundraising,  outreach,  registering  voters,  chartering  clubs,  party  renewal. 

Section  5.  TREASURER 

a.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all  funds  of  the  County  Committee  and  shall  disburse 
| them  as  provided  in  Article  VII  of  these  JBvlaws.  All  disbursements  shall  be  by  check  upon 
any  two  signatures  of  the  following:  the  Treasurer,  the  Chairperson,  or  any  Vice- 


Chairperson,  or  any  two  designees  of  the  Chair  who  must  either  be  a member  of  the  SFDCCC 
or  staff  for  the  SFDCCC.  At  no  time  may  both  signatures  be  from  staff  of  the  SFDCCC. 

b.  The  Treasurer  shall  issue  receipts  for  all  monies  received  and  submit  a written  report  of 
receipts,  disbursements,  and  cash  on  hand  at  every  meeting  of  the  County  Committee.  He  or 
she  shall  submit  a written  annual  report  to  the  County  Committee  as  of  the  end  of  each 
Calendar  year. 


Section  6.  SECRETARIES 


a.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  and  records  of  the  County  Committee  and 
shall  send  all  notices  required  by  law  and  by  theseJBvlaws. 

A copy  of  the  minutes  of  each  County  Committee  meeting  shall  be  jrovided  to  each  member 
of  the  County  Committee/is  part  of  the  agenda  packet  for  the /text  regular  meeting  of  the 
County  Committee,  ^aid  agenda  shall  contain  a list  of  all  business  to  be  considered  at  the 
meeting  as  described  in  Article  IV,  Section  4. 

Minutes  of  County  Committee  meetings  shall  contain  a listing  of  members'  absences.  It  shall 
be  the  responsibility  of  each  County  Committee  member  to  make  his  or  her  attendance 
known  to  the  Recording  Secretary  at  each  meeting,  either  through  the  regular  roll  call,  or 
through  personal  notice. 

The  draft  minutes  of  each  meeting  shall  be  available  for  inspection  and  copying  upon 
request  no  later  than  ten  working  days  after  the  meeting.  The  officially  adopted  minutes 
shall  be  posted  on  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party's  website,  and  available  for 
'inspection  .and  copying  upon  request  no  later  than  ten  working  days  after  the  meeting  at 
which  the  minutes  are  adopted. 


b.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  carry  on  the  correspondence  of  the  County  Committee 
under  the  direction  of  the  Chairperson. 


Section  7.  EXECUTIVE  DIRECTOR/STAFF 


The  Executive  Director  of  the  SFDCCC  and  any  other  paid  staff  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  serve  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  SFDCCC  under  the  direction  of  the  Chairperson. 

ARTICLE  IV:  MEETINGS 


Section  1.  REGULAR  MEETINGS 


Regular  meetings  shall  generally  occur  on  a monthly  basis  on  the  fourth  f 4,thT  Wednesday  of 
every  month. 

Section  2.  SPECIAL^ MEETINGS 

a^A  special  meeting  may  be  held  at  the  call  of  the  Chairperson,  or  his  or  her  designee  if  the 
Chair  is  unavailable,  or  by  ten  (10)  voting  members  of  the  SFDCCC.  The  only  business  that 


may  be  noticed  lor  a special  meeting  is  business  that  cannot  wait  until  the  next  regularly 
scheduled  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC.  No  business  other  than  that  specified  in  the  notice  to 
members  may  be  discussed  or  voted  upon  at  the  special  meeting.  Any  business  raised  at  a 


special  meeting  must  be  passed  by  a two-thirds  12/31  vote  of  those  members  present  and 
voting.  K 


Section  3.  PLACE  OF  MEETINGS 


a.  Meetings  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  be  held  at  the  Milton  Marks  Auditorium  of  the  California

Section  4.  AGENDA  AND  NOTICE 


a.  The  agenda  for  all  regular  meetings,  and  the  notice  and  agenda  for  all  special  meetings, 
shall  be  determined  by  the  Chairperson  of  the  SFDCCC  or  his/her  designee  if  the  Chair  is 
unavailable. /Ml  agendas  and  notices  shalflist  the  date,  time,  and  location  of  the  meeting,  and 
all  agendas  shall  provider  brief  general  description  of  each  item  of  business  to  be  voted 
upon.  The  description  shall  be  adequate  to  inform  interested  members  of  the  public  about 
the  subject  matter  under  consideration  so  that  they  can  determine  whether  to  monitor  or 
participate  in  the  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC.

d.  The  agenda  shall  provide  an  opportunity  for  public  comment  on  each  item  prior  to  the 
SFDCCC's  taking  action  on  it  and,  for  discussion  items,  before  or  during  consideration  of  the 
item.  Agendas  for  regular  meetings  shall  also  provide  an  opportunity  for  general  public 
comment  on  matters  not  on  the  agenda  but  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  SFDCCC.  Each 
speaker  mav  sjpeak  once  on  each  agenda  item  for  up  to  three  minutes,  provided  that  the 
Chairperson  mav  limit  public  comment  on  an  item  to  less  than  three  minutes  per  speaker 
based  on  such  factors  as  the  nature  of  the  item,  the  number  of  anticipated  speakers  for  the 
item,  and  the  anticipated  duration  of  other  agenda  items.  Time  limits  shall  be  applied 
uniformly  to  members  of  the  public.  Any  person  who  speaks  during  a public  comment 
period  mav  provide  a brief  written  summary  of  up  to  150  words  of  his  or  her  comments  for 
inclusion  in  the  minutes  of  the  meeting.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  the  summary  as  part  of 
the  minutes  unless  the  SFDCCC  rejects  it  because  it  does  not  accurately  reflect  the  speaker's 
comments. 

.Section  5.  QUORUM 

A quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  bytheSFDCCC  shall  consist  of  eight  (8)  or  more 
voting  members,  excluding  Ex-Officio  Members. 

Section  6.  PROXIES 

Members  of  the  SFDCCC,  other  than  Ex-Officio  Members,  may  vote  by  proxy  not  more  than 
five  times  during  any  term  of  office  unless  the  Chair  permits  further  proxies  for  good  cause. 
Ex-Officio  Members  of  the  SFDCCC  may  vote  at  any  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC  through 
designees.  Proxies  for  Members  and  appointments  of  designees  by  Ex-Officio  Members  shall 
be  signed  by  the  person  making  such  proxy  or  appointment  and  shall  be  filed  with  the 
Chairperson  or  Recording  Secretary  prior  to  any  voting  by  or  through  such  proxy  or 
designee.  A proxy  shall  be  valid  only  for  a single  meeting.  No  Member,  designee  or  any 
individual  may  hold  more  than  one  proxy  at  any  meeting. 

• Any  registered  Democrat  resident  in  San  Francisco  shall  be  eligible  to  hold  a proxy  for  an 
elected  member,  provided  that  person  is  resident  of  the  same  Assembly  District  as  the 
member  whose  proxy  he/she  holds. 
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• Any  elected  Member  of  the  SFDCC  shall  be  eligible  to  hold  a proxy  for  any  other  elected 
Member  regardless  of  which  Assembly  District  the  Member  is  resident  in. 

Section  7.  PARLIAMENTARY  PROCEDURES  AND  VOTING 

a.  All  meetings  shall  be  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  latest  revised  edition  of  Robert’s 

| Rules  of  Order,  except  as  such  rules  may  be  modified  by  theseJBvlaws.  The  Parliamentarian 
shall  be  provided  with  a copy  of  Robert’s  Rules  of  Order  by  the  SFDCCC  and  shall  have  a 
copy  at  all  meetings. 

b.  Voting  may  be  by  any  method  which  will  allow  a public  record  to  be  maintained  of  each 
vote  or  abstention  by  each  member.  In  no  case  shall  the  use  of  secret  written  ballots  be 
allowed  in  SFDCCC  votes.  Where  the  SFDCCC  conducts  a vote  by  voice  vote  or  show  of 
hands,  a roll  call  vote  shall  be  granted  upon  request  of  a single  voting  member  either  before 
or  after  the  voice  vote  or  show  of  hands. 

c.  Under  no  circumstances  may  these  bylaws,  orany  portion  of  theseJBvlaws.  be  suspended, 
unless  that  specific  portion  of  the  jBylaws  indicates  that  it  may  be  suspended. 

d.  If  any  portion  of  these  jjy  laws  or  Robert's  Rulesof  Order  requires  interpretation,  the 
Chairperson  or  Acting  Chair  shall  have  sole  authority  to  make  that  interpretation.  It  is 
recommended,  but  not  required,  that  the  Chair  consult  the  parliamentarian  before  issuing  a 
ruling.  Once  the  Chair  issues  his/her  ruling,  only  a majority  vote  of  the  members  present 
and  voting  may  overturn  his/her  decision.  If  such  a vote  is  to  occur,  it  must  be  raised  and 
debated  at  that  meeting.  Once  the  meeting  adjourns,  unless  a simple  majority  of  the  SFDCCC 
has  voted  to  table  or  continue  this  issue,  the  Chair’s  ruling  becomes  final. 

Section  8.  RESOLUTION  PROCEDURES 

a.  All  resolutions  must  be  typed. 

b.  Inducement  (e.g.,  Whereas)  clauses  shall  be  limited  to  three  (3)  or  fewer,  and  resolve 
clauses  shall  be  limited  to  two  (2)  or  fewer. 

c.  Resolutions  must  be  no  longer  than  one  (1)  8-1/2"  x 11”  typewritten  page,  and  the  font 
shall  not  be  any  smaller  than  ten  (10)  point. 

d.  This  section  (Article  IV,  Section  8)  may  be  suspended  by  a two-  thirds  (2/3)  vote  of 
SFDCCC  members  present  and  voting. 

Section  9.  CONFLICTS  OF  INTEREST 

Members  determined  to  have  a clear  and  direct  economic  self  interest  in  a matter  before  the 
SFDCCC  shall  neither  comment  on,  nor  vote  on,  said  matter.  Further  definitions  of  conflicts 
of  interest  may  be  included  in  the  Policy  and  Procedures  Manual.  The  Chairperson  or  Acting 
Chair  shall  make  determinations  of  whether  a member  has  a conflict  of  interest.  The  Chair’s  . 
ruling  may  be  overturned  by  no  less  than  a majority  of  those  members  present  and  voting. 


Section  10.  NOTICES 


| Wherever  these^Bviaws  or  the  Policy  and  Procedures  Manual  requires  giving  or  mailing  of 
notice  (other  than  by  certified  mail),  such  notice  may  be  given  by  email  or  fax  with  the  same 
force  and  effect  as  if  said  notice  had  been  mailed  or  hand-delivered.  Notices  required  to  be 
given  by  certified  mail  may  be  given  by  hand-  delivery  with  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if 
said  notice  had  been  mailed  by  certified  mail. 

Section  11.  DOCUMENTS  MAY  BE  EXECUTED  BY  FAX  OR  E MAIL 

| .Wherever  these  Bylaws  or  the  Policy  and  Procedures  Manual  require  any  document  to  be 

executed  or  signed,  a faxed  or  e mailed  document  can  be  used  with  the  same  force  and  effect 
as  if  an  original  signature  had  been  affixed  to  the  document. 

Section  12.  RECORDING  MEETINGS 

The  SFDCCC  shall  cause  to  be  created  an  audio  or  video  recording  of  its  regular  and  special 
meetings,  and  shall  make  copies  of  such  recordings  available  to  members  of  the  public  on 
request.  Members  of  the  public  and  news  media  may  audio-record,  video-record  and 
broadcast  so  long  as  the  activity  does  not  constitute  a disruption  of  the  SFDCCC's 
proceeding. 

ARTICLE  V:  COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  STANDING  COMMITTEES  AND  SPECIAL  COMMITTEES 

a.  The  Issues  Committee  is  a Standing  Committee  that  shall  meet  prior  to  every  SFDCCC 
meeting  where  business  is  scheduled  to  be  voted  upon.  All  voting  members  of  the  SFDCCC 
are  members  of  the  Issues  Committee.  The  Co-Chairs  of  the  Issues  Committee  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Chairperson  of  the  SFDCCC.  The  Issues  Committee  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Chairperson  of  the  SFDCCC.  The  Issues  Committee  shall  make  recommendations  to  the 
SFDCCC  on  all  Resolutions  coming  before  the  SFDCCC,  and  on  any  other  business  that  comes 
before  the  SFDCCC  that  is  referred  to  the  Issues  Committee  by  the  Chairperson  of  the 
SFDCCC. 

b.  The  Contracts  Bidding  Committee  shall  meet  to  evaluate  and  award  contracts  on  all 
SFDCCC  business  as  defined  and  outlined  in  the  SFDCCC  Policy  and  Procedures  Manual. 

c.  The  Executive  Committee  consists  of  the  Chairperson  and  all  of  the  elected  officers  of  the 
SFDCCC.  The  Executive  Committee  may  meet  from  time  to  time  as  determined  by  the 
SFDCCC  Chair.  The  Chair  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  be  the  Chair  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

d.  The  Chair  of  the  SFDCCC  may  at  any  time  appoint  and  dissolve  special  committees. 
ARTICLE  VI:  ENDORSEMENTS 


Section  1.  ELIGIBILITY 


Registered  Democrats  shall  be  the  only  candidates  considered  for  endorsement,  except  that 
the  SFDCCC  may  consider  endorsing  a non-Democrat  in  any  nonpartisan  or  "top  two"  race 
in  which  no  registered  Democrat  has  Qualified  fertile  general  election  ballot. 

Section  2.  VOTING  PROCEDURE 

Voting  may  be  by  any  method  which  will  allow  a public  record  to  be  maintained  of  each  vote 
or  abstention  by  each  member.  Endorsement  requires  fifty  (50)  percent  plus  one  vote  of 
those  members  present  and  voting.  At  the  conclusion  of  each  ballot,  if  no  candidate  has 
received  the  required  majority,  the  name  of  the  candidate  receiving  the  least  votes  will  be 
deleted  from  the  listing  of  candidates  on  the  succeeding  ballots.  In  races  where  there  are 
multiple  candidates  for  the  same  position,  the  Committee  will  continue  voting  until  an 
endorsement  of  a candidate  or  no  endorsement  is  achieved.  In  races  with  multiple 
candidates  for  elected  office  with  multiple  open  seats,  Committee  members  shall  vote  for 
the  number  of  candidates  as  there  are  open  and  “unendorsed”  seats  until  endorsement  or 
no  endorsement  is  achieved  for  candidates  equaling  the  number  of  open  seats. 

For  each  office,  a Committee  member  will  be  allowed  to  cast  one  (1)  no  endorsement  vote 
on  each  ballot.  In  multiple  seat  races,  Committee  members  must  cast  a vote  for  each  open 
seat,  however,  any  member  may  cast  a ballot  for  no  endorsement  for  any  or  all  of  the  open 
seats.  In  multiple  seat  races,  a no  endorsement  vote  on  all  of  the  open  seats  can  be  achieved 
by  a vote  of  fifty  (50)  percent  plus  one  of  members  present  and  voting  on  a motion  for  an 
official  no  endorsement  position  by  the  Committee. 

In  elections  in  which  Ranked  Choice  Voting  (RCV)  is  employed,  the  SFDCCC  may  adopt  rules 
permitting  the  SFDCCC  to  recommend  ranked  and/or  multiple  choices  for  a given  race. 

These  same  procedures  shall  be  applicable  to  any  pre-primary  or  "top  two"  election  r ace  in 
which  the  SFDCCC  is  entitled  to  endorse  under  California  State  Democratic  Party  rules. 

Section  3.  EXCLUSIVITY 

Endorsement  of  candidates  for  non-partisan  office  whose  jurisdiction  does  not  extend 
beyond  the  San  Francisco  County  lines  shall  be  the  exclusive  responsibility  of  this  County 
Committee. 

Section  4.  MULTIPLE  JURISDICTIONS 

Endorsement  of  Candidates  for  non-partisan  office  whose  jurisdiction  involves  two  (2)  or 
more  counties  shall  be  endorsed  at  a joint  meeting  of  the  County  Central  Committees 
sharing  the  jurisdiction.  The  proportion  of  San  Francisco  Democratic  County  Central 
Committee's  eligible  votes  at  any  joint  County  Committee  meeting  shall  equal  its  proportion 
of  the  total  regular  and  Ex  Officio  Members  from  the  participating  County  Committees.  Ex 
Officio  Members,  or  their  alternates,  serving  on  multiple  County  Committees  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  vote  only. 


ARTICLE  VII:  DISBURSEMENT  OF  FUNDS  Section  1.  AUTHORIZATION 


Disbursements  of  SFDCCC  funds  except  as  provided  in  Section  3 herein  shall  be  authorized 
by  a majority  vote  of  the  voting  members  present  and  voting  at  a regular  meeting. 

Section  2.  USE  OF  FUNDS 

Funds  contributed  to  the  SFDCCC  for  use  on  behalf  of  a particular  candidate  or  campaign 
must  be  expended  for  such  purposes  or  returned  to  the  donor  by  order  of  the  Chairperson. 

Section  3.  DISBURSEMENT  OF  FUNDS 

The  Chairperson  is  authorized  to  disburse  funds  for  the  operating  and  miscellaneous 
expenses  of  the  SFDCCC  without  prior  approval  but  shall  account  to  the  SFDCCC  for  the 
expenditure  of  such  funds. 

Section  4.  NON-INVOLVEMENT  IN  SFDCCC  ELECTIONS 

No  funds  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  be  utilized  to  aid  or  oppose  the  election  of  any  candidate  for 
election  to  the  SFDCCC.  The  SFDCCC  shall  not  take  any  action  to  endorse  or  oppose  the 
election  of  any  person  to  the  SFDCCC. 

Section  5.  EMERGENCY 

In  the  event  of  an  emergency,  the  Treasurer  is  authorized  to  expend,  or  borrow,  funds  if 
authorized  by  the  Chairperson,  or  by  the  Acting  Chairperson  as  described  in  Article  III, 

| Sections  (1]  and  (3)  of  these  .gylaws  if  the  Chairperson  is  unavailable.  Whenever  possible, 
the  Treasurer  shall  also  seek  authorization  from  the  Executive  Committee.  Such 
authorization  may  be  obtained  informally,  as  by  phone  poll  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  VIII:  REPRESENTATION  TO  THE  STATE  CENTRAL  COMMITTEE 

Selection  of  County  Committee  representatives  to  the  Democratic  State  Central  Committee 
shall  be  held  in  accordance  with  State  Committee  Bylaws  Article  II  Section  4,  Members 
Elected  By  County  Central  Committees.  SFDCCC  members  elected  in  the  Democratic 
Primary  shall  be  the  official  representatives  to  the  State  Committee  before  selection  of  other 
representatives.  Whenever  possible,  the  Chairperson  shall  fill  vacancies  in  the  SFDCCC 
membership  of  the  State  Committee  no  later  than  the  next  regular  meeting  following  the 
creation  or  occurrence  of  any  vacancy,  subject  to  ratification  by  a majority  vote  of  those 
members  of  the  SFDCCC  present  and  voting.  Appointees  to  vacancies  in  the  State  Committee 
who  are  not  regular  members  of  the  SFDCCC  will  concurrently  be  appointed  to  associate 
membership  on  the  SFDCCC. 

ARTICLE  IX:  CLUB  CHARTERS 
Section  1.  USE  OF  THE  PARTY  NAME 

Only  Chartered  Democratic  Clubs  may  use  the  name  of  the  Democratic  Party  within  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco.  This  section  shall  not  apply  to  organizations  that  are  official 
parts  of  the  California  Democratic  Party  or  the  Democratic  National  Committee,  or  that  have 


been  authorized  to  use  the  name  of  the  Democratic  Party  pursuant  to  the  California 
Elections  Code.  Only  the  SFDCCC  may  represent  itself  as  the  San  Francisco  Democratic 
Party.  SFDCCC  letterhead  and  stationery  shall  only  be  used  for  official  SFDCCC  business. 


Section  2.  NON-ENDORSEMENT  OF  NON-DEMOCRATS 

Chartered  Democratic  organizations  shall  not  politically  affiliate  with  any  other  political 
party,  nor  endorse,  nor  otherwise  publicly  support  by  fundraising  or  publicity,  candidates 

for/ nv  office  who  are  not  members  of  the  Democratic  Party,  provided  that  a Chartered 

Democratic  organization  may  endorse  a non-Democrat  for  a "top  two"  race  in  the  event  no 
Democrat  qualifies  for  the  General  Election  ballot. 


Section  3.  ELIGIBILITY 

Any  Democratic  organization  shall  be  eligible  to  apply  for  a charter  from  the  County 
Committee  upon  submission  of: 

a.  A membership  roster  of  at  least  twenty  (20)  persons  who  are  registered  Democrats 
resident  in  San  Francisco  or  who  have  declared  their  intention  to  register  as  Democrats 
upon  becoming  eligible  to  vote; 

b.  A current  list  of  officers; 

j c.  A copy  of  itsfivlaws  or  other  governing  documents; 
d.  A $20  chartering  fee. 

Section  4.  REVIEW  OF  APPLICATIONS 

The  Chairperson  shall  appoint  a person  or  committee  who  shall  be  responsible  for 
reviewing  all  applications  for  club  charters,  and  for  informing  all  organizations  eligible  to 
obtain  charters  under  Section  1 of  the  need  for  obtaining  such  charters  and  of  the  procedure 
for  application  for  same.  Said  person  or  committee  shall  make  recommendations  to  the 
County  Committee  on  whether  to  issue  a charter  to  any  applying  club. 

Section  5.  ISSUANCE  OF  CHARTER 

A club  charter  may  be  issued  to  any  applying  club  by  a majority  vote  of  the  members 
present  and  voting  at  any  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC.  Unless  suspended  or  revoked,  said 
| charter  will  remain  effective  from  the  time  of  issuance  until^ve  months  after  the  next 
primary  election  at  which  SFDCCC  members  are  elected,  as  set  forth  in  other  sub-sections  of 
this  Article.

Section  6.  ASSOCIATE  MEMBER  STATUS 


The  President  or  Chairperson  of  each  chartered  club  shall  be  an  Associate  Member  (see 
Article  II,  Section  1(a)(4))  of  the  SFDCCC  if  said  individual  is  a person  residing  in  San 
Francisco,  and  is  qualified  to  serve  as  an  Associate  member  pursuant  to  Article  II,  Section  2. 


Section  7.  RENEWAL  OF  CHARTER 


Each  chartered  club  shall  promptly  inform  the  SFDCCC  of  changes  of  officers.  An  application 
for  renewal  of  any  existing  club  charter  may  be  submitted  at  any  time  commencing/ive 
months  before  its  expiration. 


Section  8.  SUSPENSION  OR  REVOCATION  OF  CHARTER 


The  SFDCCC  may,  by  a two-thirds  vote,  suspend  or  revoke  the  charter  of  any  chartered  club 
at  any  time  only  for  the  following  causes:  Violation  of  Article  IX,  Section  2 of  these  Byjpws, 
or  inactivity.  No  club  charter  shall  be  suspended  or  revoked  except  following  notice  and 
hearing  being  afforded  by  the  SFDCCC.  Such  notice  given  and  any  hearing  shall  be 
conducted  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  set  forth  for  removal  of  elected  members  in 
Article  II,  Section  3 (d)  of  theseJ3vlaws.  Jn  case  suspension  or  revocation  of  a club  charter  is 
sought  on  the  sole  ground  of  inactivity,  the  notice  can  advise  the  club  that  if  it  does  not 
make  a written  request  to  the  Chair  within  ten  (10)  days  disputing  the  charges  and 
demanding  a hearing,  the  suspension  or  revocation  will  be  effected  automatically,  and  in 
such  case  no  further  notice  or  hearing  will  be  required. 
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ARTICLE  X:  POLICY  AND  PROCEDURES  MANUAL 


Specific  policies  and  procedures  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  be  incorporated  into  the  SFDCCC  Policy 
| and  Procedures  Manual.  Nothing  in  said  manual  may  override  thesejiylaws.  Application  of

Section  2.  ANTI-DISCRIMINATION  POLICY 

The  SFDCCC  shall  not  acquiesce  in,  condone  or  support  discrimination  on  the  grounds  of 
race,  color,  creed,  national  origin,  sex,  age,  religion,  ethnic  identity,  gender  identity,  sexual 
orientation,  persons  with  disabilities  as  defined  by  the  American  with  Disabilities  Act  of 
1990,  or  economic  status.

The  Democratic  Party  strongly  and  unequivocally  supports  Roe  v.  Wade  and  a 
woman's  right  to  make  decisions  regarding  her  pregnancy,  including  a safe  and  legal 
abortion,  regardless  of  ability  to  pay.  We  oppose  any  and  all  efforts  to  weaken  or 
undermine  that  right;" 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  affirms  the 
importance  of  women’s  reproductive  rights  and  their  access  to  safe  and  comprehensive 
reproductive  health  care; 

BE  IT  FINALLY  RESOLVED,  that  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  endorses  the 
Celebration  of  Women,  Life,  and  Liberty  scheduled  for  January  26,  2013,  at  10  a.m.  at  Justin 
Herman  Plaza,  in  San  Francisco,  and  will  notify  Democratic  clubs  of  this  event  and  publicize 
it  on  the  SFDCCC  website.

CHANGES  IN  ELECTION  LAW 


All  statutes  cited  are  from  California  Elections  Code;  key  changes  in  black: 


OLD  LAW 

7225.  At  every  direct  primary  election  a county  central  committee 
shall  be  elected  in  each  county. 


NEW  LAW 

7225.  At  every  presidential  primary  election,  a county  central 
committee  may  be  elected  in  each  county. 


OLD  LAW 


7242.  The  committees  shall  perform  any  other  duties  and  services 
for  this  political  party  as  seem  to  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  party. 

They  shall  continue  to  function  and  exist  until  the  election  at  the 
succeeding  direct  primary  and  qualification  of  the  members  of  the  new 
committees. 


NEW  LAW 


7242.  The  committees  shall  perform  any  other  duties  and  services 
for  this  political  party  as  seem  to  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  party. 

They  shall  continue  to  function  and  exist  until  the  election  at  the 
succeeding  presidential  primary,  or  the  selection  pursuant  to  Section 
7230,  and  qualification  of  the  members  of  the  new  committees. 


COMMENT:  Note  that  new  law  provides  for  election  of  County  Committees  ONLY  at 
Presidential  primaries  (i.e.  every  four  years),  and  measures  terms  of  office  from 
Presidential  Primary  to  Presidential  primary!  Old  law  measured  terms  from  each  direct 
primary  to  the  next  direct  primary  (i.e.  two  years) 


Summary  of  Proposed  SFDCCC  Bylaw  Reforms 

The  following  is  a revised  summary  of  proposed  changes  to  the  S.F.  Democratic  County 

Central  Committee's  bylaws.  Included  are  both  major  and  minor  reforms,  which  intend 

update  the  DCCC’s  governing  rules  to  reflect  current  state  law,  and  better  harmonize  the 

provisions  with  the  Brown  Act  and  other  laws  applying  to  local  government  bodies. 

Major  Changes 

• Fairly  extensive  detail  has  been  added  to  the  "Agenda  and  Notice"  section,  the  most 
significant  of  which  is  to  reduce  the  notice  time  from  15-days  to  72-hours  in  most  cases. 

• Terms  have  been  extended  from  two-years  to  four-years  to  comport  with  recent 
changes  to  state  law. 

• Several  updated  provisions  reflect  changes  under  the  "top  two"  election  scheme. 

• A new  amendment  prohibits  endorsements  of  non-Democrats  by  Chartered  Democratic 
Organizations,  except  in  "top  two"  General  Elections  in  which  there  are  no  Democratic 
candidates. 

• The  existing  provision  that  hearings  for  the  removal  of  members  may  "be  held  in  closed 
session”  has  been  removed.  [This  is  a policy  call,  but  it  is  the  easiest  way  to  avoid 
onerous  requirements  that  generally  apply  to  Closed  Session  meetings.] 

• A change  to  the  procedure  for  putting  items  on  the  agenda  has  been  proposed,  which  is 
a policy  call.  Its  enactment  would  avoid  Brown  Act/Sunshine  problems  that  could  be 
raised  when  non-noticed  items  are  agendized  for  last-minute  votes. 

• A section  requiring  meetings  to  be  audio  or  video  recorded  has  been  added.  This  would 
obviously  require  a minor  investment  in  equipment  and  expertise,  but  it  would  be 
difficult  to  harmonize  our  bylaws  with  the  Brown  Act  and  Sunshine  without  it.  [Though 
we  could  post  audio  or  video  files  online  with  relative  ease,  I think  the  larger  challenge 
here  is  to  achieve  audio  quality  sufficient  to  ensure  that  all  members  comments  are 
intelligible  to  listeners.] 

• "Gender  identity"  has  been  added  to  our  anti-discrimination  and  diversity  policy.  Not  a 
Brown  Act  issue,  but  a worthwhile  update  to  adopt. 


Minor  Changes 

• Meetings  of  the  DCCC  must  be  fully  open  to  the  public,  even  to  non-Democrats. 

• All  references  to  "Bylaws"  now  employ  uniform  spelling  throughout 

• Missing  title  for  "ARTICLE  I:  NAME  AND  PURPOSE"  has  been  added 

• The  public  noticing  process  for  the  removal  a member  has  been  clarified  to  be  "in 
accordance  with  the  open  meeting  and  public  noticing  requirements  of  Article  IV  of 
these  Bylaws." 

• Occasional  references  to  items  that  must  be  "mailed"  have  been  updated  to  the  more 
general  "provided,"  with  noticing  requirements  addressed  more  comprehensively  in  the 
"Agenda  and  Notice”  section. 

• Language  consistent  with  Sunshine  regarding  the  provision  of  minutes  under  the 
Recording  Secretary  section  has  been  added,  requiring  the  availability  of  draft  minutes 
on  request  and  posting  of  approved  minutes  "no  later  than  ten  working  days"  following 
approval. 

• References  to  "Emergency  meetings"  have  been  removed  for  clarity’s  sake.  These 
appear  to  be  indistinct  from  "Special  Meetings”  within  the  DCCC  bylaws,  but  an 


"Emergency  Meeting"  has  a specific  meaning  (and  specific  requirements)  under  the 
state  Brown  Act. 

The  regularly  occurring  day  and  regularly  occurring  location  of  SFDCCC  meetings  has 
been  added. 

Two  provisions  to  better  harmonize  with  Brown/Sunshine  have  been  added  with 
respect  to  meetings  that  are  sited  at  locations  other  than  the  usual  location  (which 
requires  a 15-day  advance  notice). 
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Section  1.  NAME 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  the  SAN  FRANCISCO  DEMOCRATIC  PARTY.  Its 
governing  body  shall  be  the  SAN  FRANCISCO  DEMOCRATIC  COUNTY  CENTRAL 
COMMITTEE  (SFDCCC). 

Section  2.  PURPOSE 


a.  The  goal  of  the  SFDCCC  is  to  educate  voters  on  issues  of  importance  to  our  society,  to 
maximize  Democratic  voter  registration  and  turnout  in  all  communities,  and  to  support  and 
ensure  the  electoral  victory  of  Democratic  candidates  who  uphold  the  values  of  the 
Democratic  Party. 

b.  These  JByjaws  shall  govern  the  organization,  operation^  and  functions  of  the  political  party 
known  as  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  (The  Party)  and  the  San  Francisco  Democratic 
County  Central  Committee  (SFDCCC). 

c.  The  SFDCCC  may  endorse  partisan  and  nonpartisan  primary  and  general  candidate 
elections  and  may  take  positions  on  all  local  ballot  measures. 

ARTICLE  II:  MEMBERSHIP 
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Section  1:  MEMBERSHIP 
a.  SFDCCC  MEMBERSHIP 

1.  Elected  Members  from  Assembly  Districts  representing  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  in  whole  or  in  part.  The  number  of  Elected  Members  and  specific  Assembly 
Districts  are  determined  by  provisions  of  the  California  Elections  Code,  California  State 
District  lines,  and  Federal  Census  data. 

2.  Ex  Officio  members  shall  consist  of  the  following: 

A.  Any  Democrat  who  is  elected  or  otherwise  designated  to  serve,  or  who  is  serving  in  the 
following  elected  offices  representing  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  in  whole  or  in 
part: 

i.  Assemblvperson 

ii . State  Senator 


in  Congressperson 


B.  Any  Democrat  resident  of  San  Francisco  who  is  elected  or  otherwise  designated  to  serve, 
or  who  is  serving  in  any  partisan  office  other  than  those  described  in  subdivision  2 A 
"Partisan  office”  shall  mean  any  office  for  which  a candidate  mav  list  his/her  party 
affiliation  on  the  ballot. 

C.  Following  certification  of  primary  election  results,  for  any  partisan  office  other  than  those 
listed  in  subdivision  2 A,  any  candidate  resident  in  San  Francisco  who  has  received  the 
Democratic  Party  endorsement.  Said  member  shall  continue  to  serve  until  the  earlier  of  fp 
election  or  appointment  of  a Democrat  to  said  office,  or  fiO  the  holding  of  the  next  primary 
election  for  said  office. 

D.  In  the  event  there  is  a Democratic  incumbent  entitled  to  Ex  Officio  membership  who  does 
not  seek  re-election,  or  a different  Democrat  receives  the  California  Democratic  Party 
endorsement,  the  incumbent  shall  continue  to  serve  on  the  SFDCCC  until  his/her  term  of 
office  is  over,  and  will  be  entitled  to  serve  concurrently  with  any  Democrat  who  becomes 
entitled  to  hold  an  Ex 'officio  membership  by  virtue  of  primary  election  results. 

3.  Rights  of  Ex-Officio  Members:  The  Ex-Officio  Members  are  full  voting  members  of  the 
SFDCCC.  An  Ex-Officio  Member  mav  select  a designee  to  represent  him/her  by  providing 
written  notice  of  the  designee  to  the  Chair  of  the  SFDCCC.  The  designee  shall  have  the  same 
voting  rights  as  the  Ex-Officio  Member. 

,4.  Associate  Members:  There  may  be  Associate  Members  of  the  County  Committee  who  will 
have  the  privilege  of  the  floor,  but  no  vote  in  the  deliberations  of  the  Committee.  The 
Associate  Members  shall  be  appointed  by  and  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Chairperson  of 
the  SFDCCC.  The  SFDCCC  may  appoint,  by  majority  vote  of  the  members  present,  additional 
Associate  Members  who  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Committee.  Additionally  the 
following  persons  shall  automatically  serve  as  Associate  Members  if  resident  in  San 
Francisco:  current  presidents/chairs  of  chartered  Democratic  clubs  in  good  standing, 
members  of  the  Democratic  State  Central  Committee,  and  Assembly  District  Chairs  and 
Regional  Chairs  of  the  California  State  Democratic  Party.  Associate  Member  status  may  be 
annulled  by  a majority  of  the  members  present  and  voting  at  the  time  of  the  request. 
Membership  of  Associate  Members  appointed  by  the  Chairperson  or  membership  of  the 
SFDCCC  shall  terminate  upon  certification  of  the  results  of  the  next  SFDCCC  election. 

| b.  TERM  OF  OFFICE:  Elected  members  shall  have  approximately  Jour  f_4~)  year  terms. 
Membership  shall  extend  from  the  time  of  certification  of  election  results  of  each  SFDCCC 
election  until  certification  of  election  results  of  the  next  SFDCCC  election,  with  vacancies 
occurring  during  this  period  filled  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  4 of  this 
article. 

After  each  SFDCCC  election,  the  chair  of  the  SFDCCC  (or  the  next  highest  officer  in 
succession  if  the  chair  is  unavailable)  shall  call  a meeting  of  the  SFDCCC  within  30  days  of 
the  certification  of  election  results  to  seat  the  new  members  of  the  SFDCCC. 

c.  There  shall  be  no  dual  memberships.  The  membership  of  any  Democrat  who  is  elected  or 
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otherwise  designated  to  hold  an  office  named  in  subdivision  (a)(2)  of  this  section  shall 
terminate  upon  their  taking  office.  A member  who  becomes  eligible  for  membership  on 
some  other  grounds  during  his  or  her  two-year  term  shall  inform  the  Chair  of  the  eligibility 
and  identify  the  position,  which  he  or  she  wishes  to  represent. 

Section  2.  QUALIFICATION  FOR  MEMBERSHIP 

A person  is  eligible  for  membership  on  the  SFDCCC  only  if  such  person  is  registered  as 
affiliated  with  the  Democratic  Party;  provided  that,  in  the  case  of  an  associate  member  or 
designee  of  an  ex  officio  member,  a person  may  serve,  though  ineligible  to  register  to  vote,  if 
he/she  has  declared  his  intention  to  register  as  a Democrat  upon  becoming  eligible  to 
register  as  a voter.  If  the  member's  party  affiliation  changes,  or  if  the  member’s  residence 
changes  to  a location  outside  of  the  Assembly  District  he/she  was  elected  to  represent,  his 
or  her  membership  on  the  SFDCCC  shall  automatically  terminate. 

Section  3.  REMOVAL  FROM  MEMBERSHIP 

a.  The  removal  of  residence  by  an  Elected  member  of  the  SFDCCC  from  the  Assembly  district 
from  which  he  or  she  has  been  elected  or  appointed  a member  of  that  committee  or  the 
affiliation  with,  or  registration  as  a member  of,  a party  other  than  the  Democratic  Party  by 
an  Elected  member  of  the  SFDCCC  during  his  or  her  term  of  membership  shall  constitute  his 
or  her  automatic  resignation  from  the  SFDCCC. 

b.  Any  Elected  member  of  the  SFDCCC  who  misses  more  than  three  consecutive  regularly 
called  meetings  may  be  removed  by  a vote  of  the  committee  concerned,  unless  his  or  her 
absence  is  caused  by  illness  or  temporary  absence  from  the  county  on  the  date  of  the 
meeting,  or  is  otherwise  excused.  Any  absence  may  be  excused  by  the  Chair  of  the  SFDCCC, 
subject  to  the  ratification  of  the  SFDCCC. 

If  the  Chair  is  unwilling  to  excuse  an  absence,  the  member  may  ask  to  be  excused  by  the  full 
SFDCCC,  and  the  absence  may  be  excused  by  a majority  vote. 

c.  The  SFDCCC  may  remove  any  member,  other  than  an  Ex  Officio  member,  who  during  his 
or  her  term  of  membership  affiliates  with  a party  other  than  the  Democratic  Party,  who 
gives  support  to  or  avows  a preference  for  a candidate  for  partisan  office  other  than  a 
candidate  affiliated  with  the  Democratic  Party  or  who  knowingly  utilizes  his/her  SFDCCC 
title  to  advocate  or  support  a candidate  not  endorsed  bv  the  SFDCCC.  "Partisan  office"  shall 
mean  any  office  for  which  a candidate  mav  list  his/her  party  affiliation  on  the  ballot. 
provided  that  an  SFDCCC  member  mav  endorse  a non-Democrat  for  a "top  two”  race  in  the 
event  no  Democrat  qualifies  for  the  general  election  ballot. 

4-  Removal  of  a member  for  reasons  listed  in  this  Article  shall  be  effected  in  the  following 
manner: 

1.  The  Chair  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  investigate  any  charges  of  behavior  that  could  support 
removal  under  this  Article.  If  substantiated,  the  Chair  shall  send  to  the  accused  member  by 


preference  for  a candidate  of  a party  for 
partisan  office  other  than  the  Democratic 
Party  or  a candidate  who  is  opposed  to  a 
candidate  for  partisan  office  nominated  by 
the  Democratic  Party  or  who  knowingly 
utilizes  his/her  SFDCCC  title  to  advocate  or 
support  a candidate  not  endorsed  by  the 
SFDCCC.  ■ 


timely  certified  mail:  a copy  of  the  statement  of  charges  and  a letter  stating  that  the  accused 
member  may  either  resign  or  have  a hearing  before  the  members  of  the  SFDCCC,  that  at 
such  hearing,  the  accused  member  shall  be  afforded  an  opportunity  to  respond  to  the 
statement  of  charges  and  to  confront  the  witnesses  against  such  member,  and  that  such 
member  may  be  represented  at  his/her  own  expense  at  such  hearing.  An  additional  copy  of 
the  aforesaid  documents  shall  also  be  transmitted  to  the  accused  member  by  fax,  email,  or 
regular  mail  at  or  before  the  time  the  copies  are  sent  by  certified  mail.  In  the  case  of  a 
member  whom  the  Chair  believes  has  moved  his/her  residence  from  the  Assembly  district 
from  which  he  or  she  has  been  elected  or  appointed,  the  notice  can  advise  the  member  that 
if  he/she  does  not  make  a written  request  to  the  Chair  within  ten  (10)  days  disputing  the 
charges  and  demanding  a hearing,  his/her  removal  will  be  effected  automatically,  and  in 
such  case  no  further  notice  or  hearing  will  be  required. 

2.  If  the  accused  member  does  not  resign,  the  Chair  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  schedule  a hearing 
before  the  SFDCCC  in  accordance  with  the  open  meeting  and  public  noticing  requirements 
of  Article  IV  of  these  Bylaws.  The  Chair  shall  send  a copy  of  the  statement  of  charges  to  all 
members  of  the  SFDCCC  along  with  a notice  of  the  date,  time,  and  location  of  the  hearing  no 
less  than  ten  (10)  days  prior  to  the  scheduled  hearing. 


3.  At  the  hearing  the  members  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  examine  the  statement  of  charges 
brought  against  the  accused  member.  The  accused  member  shall  be  afforded  an  opportunity 
to  respond  to  the  charges,  to  confront  any  witnesses,  and  may  be  represented  at  his/her 
own  expense  if  desired.  Such  hearing  shall  be  conducted  in  such  a fashion  as  to  afford  the 
| accused  member  due  process  of  Iaw./Vt  the  conclusion  of  said  hearing,  upon  motion  for 
removal,  the  accused  member  may  be  removed  by  a vote  of  not  less  than  two-thirds  (2 /3)  of 
the  members  present  and  voting. 

Section  4.  VACANCIES 

a.  A vacancy  on  the  SFDCCC  shall  be  deemed  to  exist  in  the  event  any  member  dies,  becomes 
incapacitated  to  act,  or  is  removed  from  membership  pursuant  to  Section  3 of  this  Article. 


Deleted:  Such  hearing  shall  be  held  in 
closed  session,  attended  only  by  the  Elected 
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Members  of  the  SFDCCC,  provided  that  the 
member  being  charged  may  demand  that 
the  hearing  be  public. 


b.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  as  follows: 


1.  Whenever  possible,  the  Chairperson  shall  fill  vacancies  in  the  membership  of  the  SFDCCC 
no  later  than  forty-five  (45)  days  from  the  occurrence  of  vacancy.  Whenever  possible,  the 
Chair  shall  solicit  names  for  replacement  candidates  to  fill  the  vacancy.  The  Chair’s 
appointment  to  fill  the  vacancy  is  subject  to  ratification  by  a majority  vote  of  those  members 
of  the  SFDCCC  present  and  voting. 


ARTICLE  III:  OFFICERS 


Section  1.  ELECTED  OFFICERS 

The  elected  officers  of  this  County  Committee  shall  consist  of: 
a.  A Chairperson; 


b.  A First  Vice-Chairperson; 

c.  A Second  Vice-Chairperson; 

d.  A Third  Vice-Chairperson; 

e.  A Fourth  Vice-Chairperson; 

f.  A Treasurer; 

g.  A Recording  Secretary; 

h.  A Corresponding  Secretary. 

Election  of  officers  shall  occur  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC  after  SFDCCC  election 
results  have  been  certified.  Officers  shall  be  elected  by  a majority  of  the  members  of  the 
SFDCCC  present  and  voting.  Officer's  terms  shall  be  the  length  of  the  term  of  the  SFDCCC. 
Officers  may  be  removed  by  a majority  vote  of  the  SFDCCC  members  present  and  voting  at 
any  properly  noticed  SFDCCC  meeting  where  the  intent  to  remove  the  officer  has  been 
properly  noticed.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  majority  vote  of  SFDCCC  members  present  and 
voting  at  any  properly  noticed  meeting.  At  least  one  Vice-Chairperson  shall  be  of  the 
opposite  sex  from  the  other  Vice-Chairpersons.  Each  Assembly  District  shall  be  represented 
by  two  Vice-Chairperson.  Additional  duties  of  the  officers  are  described  in  the  Policy  and 
Procedures  Manual. 

Section  2.  CHAIRPERSON 

The  Chairperson  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  County  Committee  and  shall  appoint  all 
committees  and  Chairpersons  of  such  committees  within  the  County  Committee  and  shall 
be  an  ex-  officio  member  of  all  committees.  The  Chairperson  shall  appoint  a voting  member 
of  the  SFDCCC  as  the  Parliamentarian.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  remain  a full  voting 
member  of  the  SFDCCC. 

Section  3.  SUCCESSION  OF  THE  CHAIRPERSON 

In  the  absence  of  the  Chairperson,  the  Acting  Chair  and  presiding  officer  shall  be  the  duly 
elected  officer  in  the  descending  order  as  shown  in  Article  111,  Section  1. 

Section  4.  VICE-CHAIRPERSONS 

The  duties  of  the  four  Vice-Chairs  shall  be  determined  by  the  Chair.  Duties  may  include: 
fundraising,  outreach,  registering  voters,  chartering  clubs,  party  renewal. 

Section  5.  TREASURER 

a.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all  funds  of  the  County  Committee  and  shall  disburse 
| them  as  provided  in  Article  VII  of  these  JBvlaws.  All  disbursements  shall  be  by  check  upon 
any  two  signatures  of  the  following:  the  Treasurer,  the  Chairperson,  or  any  Vice- 


Chairperson,  or  any  two  designees  of  the  Chair  who  must  either  be  a member  of  the  SFDCCC 
or  staff  for  the  SFDCCC.  At  no  time  may  both  signatures  be  from  staff  of  the  SFDCCC. 

b.  The  Treasurer  shall  issue  receipts  for  all  monies  received  and  submit  a written  report  of 
receipts,  disbursements,  and  cash  on  hand  at  every  meeting  of  the  County  Committee.  He  or 
she  shall  submit  a written  annual  report  to  the  County  Committee  as  of  the  end  of  each 
Calendar  year. 

Section  6.  SECRETARIES 


a.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  and  records  of  the  County  Committee  and 
shall  send  all  notices  required  by  law  and  by  these-Bvlaws. 

A copy  of  the  minutes  of  each  County  Committee  meeting  shall  be-provided  to  each  member 

of  the  County  Committee's  part  of  the  agenda  packet  for  the  jiext  regular  meeting  of  the 

County  Committee.  ,£aid  agenda  shall  contain  a list  of  all  business  to  be  considered  at  the 
meeting  as  described  in  Article  IV,  Section  4. 

Minutes  of  County  Committee  meetings  shall  contain  a listing  of  members’  absences.  It  shall 
be  the  responsibility  of  each  County  Committee  member  to  make  his  or  her  attendance 
known  to  the  Recording  Secretary  at  each  meeting,  either  through  the  regular  roll  call,  or 
through  personal  notice. 

The  draft  minutes  of  each  meeting  shall  be  available  for  inspection  and  copying  upon 
request  no  later  than  ten  working  days  after  the  meeting.  The  officially  adopted  minutes 
shall  be  posted  on  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party's  website,  and  available  for 
inspection  and  copying  upon  request  no  later  than  ten  working  days  after  the  meeting  at 
which  the  minutes  are  adopted. 


b.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  carry  on  the  correspondence  of  the  County  Committee 
under  the  direction  of  the  Chairperson. 


Section  7.  EXECUTIVE  DIRECTOR/STAFF 

The  Executive  Director  of  the  SFDCCC  and  any  other  paid  staff  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  serve  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  SFDCCC  under  the  direction  of  the  Chairperson. 


ARTICLE  IV:  MEETINGS 
Section  1.  REGULAR  MEETINGS

Section  2.  SPECIAUMEETINGS

upon.  The  description  shall  be  adequate  to  inform  interested  members  of  the  public  about 
the  subject  matter  under  consideration  so  that  they  can  determine  whether  to  monitor  or 
participate  in  the  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC. 


b.  Except  as  provided  for  in  Subsection  3fc~l  of  this  Article,  the  agenda  for  all  regular

A voting  member  of  the  SFDCCC  may,  under  the  "new  business”  portion 
of  a regular  or  special  meeting,  place  an  item  on  the  agenda  for  the  immediate  following 
meeting  subject  to  approval  by  a vote  of  no  less  than  a majority  of  those  members  present 
and  voting,  The  SFDCCC  mav  discuss  and/or  take  action  only  on  those  items  that  are  on  the 


d.  The  agenda  shall  provide  an  opportunity  for  public  comment  on  each  item  prior  to  the 
SFDCCC's  taking  action  on  it  and,  for  discussion  items,  before  or  during  consideration  of  the 
item.  Agendas  for  regular  meetings  shall  also  provide  an  opportunity  for  general  public 
comment  on  matters  not  on  the  agenda  but  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  SFDCCC.  Each 
speaker  mav  speak  once  on  each  agenda  item  for  up  to  three  minutes,  provided  that  the 
Chairperson  mav  limit  public  comment  on  an  item  to  less  than  three  minutes  per  speaker 
based  on  such  factors  as  the  nature  of  the  item,  the  number  of  anticipated  speakers  for  the 
item,  and  the  anticipated  duration  of  other  agenda  items.  Time  limits  shall  be  applied 
uniformly  to  members  of  the  public.  Any  person  who  speaks  during  a public  comment 
period  may  provide  a brief  written  summary  of  up  to  150  words  of  his  or  her  comments  for 
inclusion  in  the  minutes  of  the  meeting.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  the  summary  as  part  of 
the  minutes  unless  the  SFDCCC  rejects  it  because  it  does  not  accurately  reflect  the  speaker's 
comments. 

Section  5.  QUORUM 

A quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  by  the  SFDCCC  shall  consist  of  eight  [8)  or  more 
voting  members,  excluding  Ex-Officio  Members. 

Section  6.  PROXIES 

Members  of  the  SFDCCC,  other  than  Ex-Officio  Members,  may  vote  by  proxy  not  more  than 
five  times  during  any  term  of  office  unless  the  Chair  permits  further  proxies  for  good  cause. 
Ex-Officio  Members  of  the  SFDCCC  may  vote  at  any  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC  through 
designees.  Proxies  for  Members  and  appointments  of  designees  by  Ex-Officio  Members  shall 
be  signed  by  the  person  making  such  proxy  or  appointment  and  shall  be  filed  with  the 
Chairperson  or  Recording  Secretary  prior  to  any  voting  by  or  through  such  proxy  or 
designee.  A proxy  shall  be  valid  only  for  a single  meeting.  No  Member,  designee  or  any 
individual  may  hold  more  than  one  proxy  at  any  meeting. 

• Any  registered  Democrat  resident  in  San  Francisco  shall  be  eligible  to  hold  a proxy  for  an 
elected  member,  provided  that  person  is  resident  of  the  same  Assembly  District  as  the 
member  whose  proxy  he/she  holds. 


• Any  elected  Member  of  the  SFDCC  shall  be  eligible  to  hold  a proxy  for  any  other  elected 
Member  regardless  of  which  Assembly  District  the  Member  is  resident  in. 

Section  7.  PARLIAMENTARY  PROCEDURES  AND  VOTING 


a.  All  meetings  shall  be  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  latest  revised  edition  of  Robert’s 

| Rules  of  Order,  except  as  such  rules  may  be  modified  by  these  bylaws.  The  Parliamentarian 
shall  be  provided  with  a copy  of  Robert’s  Rules  of  Order  by  the  SFDCCC  and  shall  have  a 
copy  at  all  meetings. 

b.  Voting  may  be  by  any  method  which  will  allow  a public  record  to  be  maintained  of  each 
vote  or  abstention  by  each  member.  In  no  case  shall  the  use  of  secret  written  ballots  be 
allowed  in  SFDCCC  votes.  Where  the  SFDCCC  conducts  a vote  by  voice  vote  or  show  of 
hands,  a roll  call  vote  shall  be  granted  upon  request  of  a single  voting  member  either  before 
or  after  the  voice  vote  or  show  of  hands. 

c.  Under  no  circumstances  may  these fivjaws.  or  any  portion  of  these-Bvlaws,  be  suspended^ 
unless  that  specific  portion  of  the^vlaws  indicates  that  it  may  be  suspended. 

d.  If  any  portion  of  these  J3  via  ws  or  Robert’s  Rules  of  Order  requires  interpretation,  the 

Chairperson  or  Acting  Chair  shall  have  sole  authority  to  make  that  interpretation.  It  is 
recommended,  but  not  required,  that  the  Chair  consult  the  parliamentarian  before  issuing  a 
ruling.  Once  the  Chair  issues  his/her  ruling,  only  a majority  vote  of  the  members  present 
and  voting  may  overturn  his/her  decision.  If  such  a vote  is  to  occur,  it  must  be  raised  and 
debated  at  that  meeting.  Once  the  meeting  adjourns,  unless  a simple  majority  of  the  SFDCCC 
has  voted  to  table  or  continue  this  issue,  the  Chair’s  ruling  becomes  final. 

Section  8.  RESOLUTION  PROCEDURES 

a.  All  resolutions  must  be  typed. 

b.  Inducement  (e.g.,  Whereas)  clauses  shall  be  limited  to  three  [3)  or  fewer,  and  resolve 
clauses  shall  be  limited  to  two  (2)  or  fewer. 

c.  Resolutions  must  be  no  longer  than  one  (1)  8-1/2"  x 11"  typewritten  page,  and  the  font 
shall  not  be  any  smaller  than  ten  (10)  point. 

d.  This  section  (Article  IV,  Section  8)  may  be  suspended  by  a two-  thirds  (2/3)  vote  of 
SFDCCC  members  present  and  voting. 

Section  9.  CONFLICTS  OF  INTEREST 

Members  determined  to  have  a clear  and  direct  economic  self  interest  in  a matter  before  the 
SFDCCC  shall  neither  comment  on,  nor  vote  on,  said  matter.  Further  definitions  of  conflicts 
of  interest  may  be  included  in  the  Policy  and  Procedures  Manual.  The  Chairperson  or  Acting 
Chair  shall  make  determinations  of  whether  a member  has  a conflict  of  interest.  The  Chair’s 
ruling  may  be  overturned  by  no  less  than  a majority  of  those  members  present  and  voting. 
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Section  10.  NOTICES 


| Wherever  these  jylaws  or  the  Policy  and  Procedures  Manual  requires  giving  or  mailing  of 
notice  (other  than  by  certified  mail),  such  notice  may  be  given  by  email  or  fax  with  the  same 
force  and  effect  as  if  said  notice  had  been  mailed  or  hand-delivered.  Notices  required  to  be 
given  by  certified  mail  may  be  given  by  hand-  delivery  with  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if 
said  notice  had  been  mailed  by  certified  mail. 

Section  11.  DOCUMENTS  MAY  BE  EXECUTED  BY  FAX  OR  E MAIL 

| TWherever  these  Bylaws  or  the  Policy  and  Procedures  Manual  require  any  document  to  be 
executed  or  signed,  a faxed  or  e mailed  document  can  be  used  with  the  same  force  and  effect 
as  if  an  original  signature  had  been  affixed  to  the  document. 

Section  12.  RECORDING  MEETINGS 

The  SFDCCC  shall  cause  to  be  created  an  audio  or  video  recording  of  its  regular  and  special 
meetings,  and  shall  make  copies  of  such  recordings  available  to  members  of  the  public  on 
request.  Members  of  the  public  and  news  media  mav  audio-record,  video-record  and 
broadcast  so  long  as  the  activity  does  not  constitute  a disruption  of  the  SFDCCC's 
proceeding. 

ARTICLE  V:  COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  STANDING  COMMITTEES  AND  SPECIAL  COMMITTEES 

a.  The  Issues  Committee  is  a Standing  Committee  that  shall  meet  prior  to  every  SFDCCC 
meeting  where  business  is  scheduled  to  be  voted  upon.  All  voting  members  of  the  SFDCCC 
are  members  of  the  Issues  Committee.  The  Co-Chairs  of  the  Issues  Committee  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Chairperson  of  the  SFDCCC.  The  Issues  Committee  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Chairperson  of  the  SFDCCC.  The  Issues  Committee  shall  make  recommendations  to  the 
SFDCCC  on  all  Resolutions  coming  before  the  SFDCCC,  and  on  any  other  business  that  comes 
before  the  SFDCCC  that  is  referred  to  the  Issues  Committee  by  the  Chairperson  of  the 
SFDCCC. 

b.  The  Contracts  Bidding  Committee  shall  meet  to  evaluate  and  award  contracts  on  all 
SFDCCC  business  as  defined  and  outlined  in  the  SFDCCC  Policy  and  Procedures  Manual. 

c.  The  Executive  Committee  consists  of  the  Chairperson  and  all  of  the  elected  officers  of  the 
SFDCCC.  The  Executive  Committee  may  meet  from  time  to  time  as  determined  by  the 
SFDCCC  Chair.  The  Chair  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  be  the  Chair  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

d.  The  Chair  of  the  SFDCCC  may  at  any  time  appoint  and  dissolve  special  committees. 
ARTICLE  VI:  ENDORSEMENTS 


Section  1.  ELIGIBILITY 


Registered  Democrats  shall  be  the  only  candidates  considered  for  endorsement,  except  that 
the  SFDCCC  may  considei  endorsing  a non-Democrat  in  any  nonpartisan  or  "top  two"  race 
j n which  no  registered  Democrat  has  qualified  for  the  general  election  ballot. 

Section  2.  VOTING  PROCEDURE 

Voting  may  be  by  any  method  which  will  allow  a public  record  to  be  maintained  of  each  vote 
or  abstention  by  each  member.  Endorsement  requires  fifty  (50)  percent  plus  one  vote  of 
those  members  present  and  voting.  At  the  conclusion  of  each  ballot,  if  no  candidate  has 
received  the  required  majority,  the  name  of  the  candidate  receiving  the  least  votes  will  be 
deleted  from  the  listing  of  candidates  on  the  succeeding  ballots.  In  races  where  there  are 
multiple  candidates  for  the  same  position,  the  Committee  will  continue  voting  until  an 
endorsement  of  a candidate  or  no  endorsement  is  achieved.  In  races  with  multiple 
candidates  for  elected  office  with  multiple  open  seats,  Committee  members  shall  vote  for 
the  number  of  candidates  as  there  are  open  and  "unendorsed”  seats  until  endorsement  or 
no  endorsement  is  achieved  for  candidates  equaling  the  number  of  open  seats. 

For  each  office,  a Committee  member  will  be  allowed  to  cast  one  (1)  no  endorsement  vote 
on  each  ballot.  In  multiple  seat  races,  Committee  members  must  cast  a vote  for  each  open 
seat,  however,  any  member  may  cast  a ballot  for  no  endorsement  for  any  or  all  of  the  open 
seats.  In  multiple  seat  races,  a no  endorsement  vote  on  all  of  the  open  seats  can  be  achieved 
by  a vote  of  fifty  (50)  percent  plus  one  of  members  present  and  voting  on  a motion  for  an 
official  no  endorsement  position  by  the  Committee. 

In  elections  in  which  Ranked  Choice  Voting  (RCV)  is  employed,  the  SFDCCC  may  adopt  rules 
permitting  the  SFDCCC  to  recommend  ranked  and/or  multiple  choices  for  a given  race. 

These  same  procedures  shall  be  applicable  to  any  pre-primary  or  “top  two”  election  race  in 
which  the  SFDCCC  is  entitled  to  endorse  under  California  State  Democratic  Party  rules. 

Section  3.  EXCLUSIVITY 

Endorsement  of  candidates  for  non-partisan  office  whose  jurisdiction  does  not  extend 
beyond  the  San  Francisco  County  lines  shall  be  the  exclusive  responsibility  of  this  County 
Committee. 

Section  4.  MULTIPLE  JURISDICTIONS 

Endorsement  of  Candidates  for  non-partisan  office  whose  jurisdiction  involves  two  (2)  or 
more  counties  shall  be  endorsed  at  a joint  meeting  of  the  County  Central  Committees 
sharing  the  jurisdiction.  The  proportion  of  San  Francisco  Democratic  County  Central 
Committee’s  eligible  votes  at  any  joint  County  Committee  meeting  shall  equal  its  proportion 
of  the  total  regular  and  Ex  Officio  Members  from  the  participating  County  Committees.  Ex 
Officio  Members,  or  their  alternates,  serving  on  multiple  County  Committees  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  vote  only. 


ARTICLE  VII:  DISBURSEMENT  OF  FUNDS  Section  1.  AUTHORIZATION 


Disbursements  of  SFDCCC  funds  except  as  provided  in  Section  3 herein  shall  be  authorized 
by  a majority  vote  of  the  voting  members  present  and  voting  at  a regular  meeting. 

Section  2.  USE  OF  FUNDS 

Funds  contributed  to  the  SFDCCC  for  use  on  behalf  of  a particular  candidate  or  campaign 
must  be  expended  for  such  purposes  or  returned  to  the  donor  by  order  of  the  Chairperson. 

Section  3.  DISBURSEMENT  OF  FUNDS 

The  Chairperson  is  authorized  to  disburse  funds  for  the  operating  and  miscellaneous 
expenses  of  the  SFDCCC  without  prior  approval  but  shall  account  to  the  SFDCCC  for  the 
expenditure  of  such  funds. 

Section  4.  NON-INVOLVEMENT  IN  SFDCCC  ELECTIONS 

No  funds  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  be  utilized  to  aid  or  oppose  the  election  of  any  candidate  for 
election  to  the  SFDCCC.  The  SFDCCC  shall  not  take  any  action  to  endorse  or  oppose  the 
election  of  any  person  to  the  SFDCCC. 

Section  5.  EMERGENCY 

In  the  event  of  an  emergency,  the  Treasurer  is  authorized  to  expend,  or  borrow,  funds  if 
authorized  by  the  Chairperson,  or  by  the  Acting  Chairperson  as  described  in  Article  III, 

| Sections  (1]  and  (3)  of  thesejSylaws  if  the  Chairperson  is  unavailable.  Whenever  possible, 

the  Treasurer  shall  also  seek  authorization  from  the  Executive  Committee.  Such 
authorization  may  be  obtained  informally,  as  by  phone  poll  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  VIII:  REPRESENTATION  TO  THE  STATE  CENTRAL  COMMITTEE 

Selection  of  County  Committee  representatives  to  the  Democratic  State  Central  Committee 
shall  be  held  in  accordance  with  State  Committee  Bylaws  Article  II  Section  4,  Members 
Elected  By  County  Central  Committees.  SFDCCC  members  elected  in  the  Democratic 
Primary  shall  be  the  official  representatives  to  the  State  Committee  before  selection  of  other 
representatives.  Whenever  possible,  the  Chairperson  shall  fill  vacancies  in  the  SFDCCC 
membership  of  the  State  Committee  no  later  than  the  next  regular  meeting  following  the 
creation  or  occurrence  of  any  vacancy,  subject  to  ratification  by  a majority  vote  of  those 
members  of  the  SFDCCC  present  and  voting.  Appointees  to  vacancies  in  the  State  Committee 
who  are  not  regular  members  of  the  SFDCCC  will  concurrently  be  appointed  to  associate 
membership  on  the  SFDCCC. 

ARTICLE  IX:  CLUB  CHARTERS 
Section  1.  USE  OF  THE  PARTY  NAME 

Only  Chartered  Democratic  Clubs  may  use  the  name  of  the  Democratic  Party  within  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco.  This  section  shall  not  apply  to  organizations  that  are  official 
parts  of  the  California  Democratic  Party  or  the  Democratic  National  Committee,  or  that  have 


been  authorized  to  use  the  name  of  the  Democratic  Party  pursuant  to  the  California 
Elections  Code.  Only  the  SFDCCC  may  represent  itself  as  the  San  Francisco  Democratic 
Party.  SFDCCC  letterhead  and  stationery  shall  only  be  used  for  official  SFDCCC  business. 

Section  2.  NON-ENDORSEMENT  OF  NON-DEMOCRATS 

Chartered  Democratic  organizations  shall  not  politically  affiliate  with  any  other  political 
party,  nor  endorse,  nor  otherwise  publicly  support  by  fundraising  or  publicity,  candidates 
for,my  office  who  are  not  members  of  the  Democratic  Party,  provided  that  a Chartered 

,v  endorse  a non-Demonat  fur  a "top  two"  race  in  the  event  nc< 
i nei.il  Election  ballot.  JrlrTwiw 

Section  3.  ELIGIBILITY  Deleted: 

Any  Democratic  organization  shall  be  eligible  to  apply  for  a charter  from  the  County 
Committee  upon  submission  of: 

a.  A membership  roster  of  at  least  twenty  (20)  persons  who  are  registered  Democrats 
resident  in  San  Francisco  or  who  have  declared  their  intention  to  register  as  Democrats 
upon  becoming  eligible  to  vote; 

b.  A current  list  of  officers; 

c.  A copy  of  itsJBylaws  or  other  governing  documents 

d.  A $20  chartering  fee. 

Section  4.  REVIEW  OF  APPLICATIONS 

The  Chairperson  shall  appoint  a person  or  committee  who  shall  be  responsible  for 
reviewing  all  applications  for  club  charters,  and  for  informing  all  organizations  eligible  to 
obtain  charters  under  Section  1 of  the  need  for  obtaining  such  charters  and  of  the  procedure 
for  application  for  same.  Said  person  or  committee  shall  make  recommendations  to  the 
County  Committee  on  whether  to  issue  a charter  to  any  applying  club. 

Section  5.  ISSUANCE  OF  CHARTER 

A club  charter  may  be  issued  to  any  applying  club  by  a majority  vote  of  the  members 
present  and  voting  at  any  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC.  Unless  suspended  or  revoked,  said 
charter  will  remain  effective  from  the  time  of  issuance  untiliive  months  after  the  next 
primary  election  at  which  SFDCCC  members  are  elected,  as  set  forth  in  other  sub-sections  of 
this  Article. 

Section  6.  ASSOCIATE  MEMBER  STATUS 

The  President  or  Chairperson  of  each  chartered  club  shall  be  an  Associate  Member  (see 
Article  II,  Section  1(a)(4))  of  the  SFDCCC  if  said  individual  is  a person  residing  in  San 
Francisco,  and  is  qualified  to  serve  as  an  Associate  member  pursuant  to  Article  II,  Section  2. 
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Section  7.  RENEWAL  OF  CHARTER 


Each  chartered  club  shall  promptly  inform  the  SFDCCC  of  changes  of  officers.  An  application 
| for  renewal  of  any  existing  club  charter  may  be  submitted  at  any  time  commencing  jive 
months  before  its  expiration. 

Section  8.  SUSPENSION  OR  REVOCATION  OF  CHARTER 


The  SFDCCC  may,  by  a two-thirds  vote,  suspend  or  revoke  the  charter  of  any  chartered  club 
at  any  time  only  for  the  following  causes:  Violation  of  Article  IX,  Section  2 of  these  Bylaws, 
or  inactivity.  No  club  charter  shall  be  suspended  or  revoked  except  following  notice  and 
hearing  being  afforded  by  the  SFDCCC.  Such  notice  given  and  any  hearing  shall  be 
conducted  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  set  forth  for  removal  of  elected  members  in 
Article  II,  Section  3 (d)  of  these  bylaws,  jn  case  suspension  or  revocation  of  a club  charter  is 
sought  on  the  sole  ground  of  inactivity,  the  notice  can  advise  the  club  that  if  it  does  not 
make  a written  request  to  the  Chair  within  ten  (10)  days  disputing  the  charges  and 
demanding  a hearing,  the  suspension  or  revocation  will  be  effected  automatically,  and  in 
such  case  no  further  notice  or  hearing  will  be  required. 


ARTICLE  X:  POLICY  AND  PROCEDURES  MANUAL 


Specific  policies  and  procedures  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  be  incorporated  into  the  SFDCCC  Policy 
and  Procedures  Manual.  Nothing  in  said  manual  may  override  thesejfvlaws.  Application  of 
the  Policy  and  Procedures  Manual  may  be  suspended  by  two-thirds  (2/3)  of  the  members 
present  and  voting.  JThe  Policy  and  Procedures  Manual  maybe  amended  at  any  regularly 
scheduled  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC  at  which  a quorum  is  present  by  a majority  vote  of  those 

present  and  voting,  provided  that  due  notice  of  such  meeting  j:onformg. with  Article  IV, 

Section  4 and  shall  contain  a complete  statement  of  the  proposed  amendment  as  well  as  the 
section(s)  changed,  if  any. 

ARTICLE  XI:  GENERAL  POLICIES 


Section  1.  OPEN  MEETINGS 


All  public  meetings  ofthe  SFDCCC  shall  be  open  to  all/nembers  of  the  general  public.  No 
member  of  the  public  shall  be  asked  to  register,  to  identify  himself  or  herself,  or  to  pay  a fee 
in  order  to  attend  anv  public  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC^ 

Section  2.  ANTI-DISCRIMINATION  POLICY 


The  SFDCCC  shall  not  acquiesce  in,  condone  or  support  discrimination  on  the  grounds  of 
| race,  color,  creed,  national  origin,  sex,  age,  religion,  ethnic  identity,  gender  identity,  sexual 
orientation,  persons  with  disabilities  as  defined  by  the  American  with  Disabilities  Act  of 
1990,  or  economic  status. 
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Section  3.  PROMOTING  DIVERSITY 


The  SFDCCC  shall  support  the  broadest  possible  registration  of  voters  without 
discrimination  on  the  grounds  of  race,  color,  creed,  national  origin,  sex,  age,  religion,  ethnic 
| identity,  gender  identity,  sexual  orientation,  persons  with  disabilities  as  defined  by  the 
Americans  with  Disabilities  Act  of  1990,  or  economic  status. 

ARTICLE  XII:  AMENDMENTS 
Section  1.  PROCEDURE 

| Thesejlylaws  may  be  amended  at  any  regularly  scheduled  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC  at  which 
a quorum  is  present  by  a two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  those  present  and  voting,  provided  that 
due  notice  of  such  meeting  is  mailed  in  conformity  with  Article  IV,  Section  4 and  shall 
contain  a complete  statement  of  the  proposed  amendment  as  well  as  the  section(s)  changed, 
if  any. 

Section  2.  SEVERABILITY 

j If  any  provision  of  thesefivlaws  or  the  application  thereof  to  any  person  or  circumstance  is 
held  invalid,  the  invalidity  shall  not  affect  any  other  provisions  or  application  of  these 

I bylaws  which  can  be  given  effect  without  the  invalid  provision  or  application,  and  to  this 

end,  the  provisions  of  these.Bvlaws  are  severable. 

Section  3.  EFFECTIVE  DATE 

| -Bvlaws  or  any  amendments  thereto  shall  become  effective  immediately  upon  their 
adoption. 
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Note:  A majority  of  the  members  of  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  of  one  or  more  Board 
committees,  currently  serve  as  members  of  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  County  Central  Committee  [SFDCCC). 
The  law  is  not  clear  as  to  whether  the  open  meeting  requirements  of  state  and  local  law  apply  to  SFDCCC 
meetings  attended  by  these  Board  members.  Out  of  abundance  of  caution,  the  Board  members  and  the  SFDCCC 
have  agreed  to  comply  with  these  open  meeting  laws.

Note  that  the  SFDCCC  is  unable  to  discuss  or  take  action  on  items  not  on  this  agenda 
when  those  discussions  pertain  to  matters  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  San  Francisco 
Board  of  Supervisors.  The  limited  exception  is  to  discuss  and  take  action  in  deciding 
whether  to  calendar  such  items  for  a future  meeting. 

10.  Adjournment

CHANGES  IN  ELECTION  LAW 


All  statutes  cited  are  from  California  Elections  Code;  key  changes  in  black: 


OLD  LAW 

7225.  At  every  direct  primary  election  a county  central  committee 
shall  be  elected  in  each  county. 


NEW  LAW 

7225.  At  every  presidential  primary  election,  a county  central 
committee  may  be  elected  in  each  county. 


OLD  LAW 


7242.  The  committees  shall  perform  any  other  duties  and  services 
for  this  political  party  as  seem  to  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  party. 

They  shall  continue  to  function  and  exist  until  the  election  at  the 
succeeding  direct  primary  and  qualification  of  the  members  of  the  new 
committees. 


NEW  LAW 


7242.  The  committees  shall  perform  any  other  duties  and  services 
for  this  political  party  as  seem  to  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  party. 

They  shall  continue  to  function  and  exist  until  the  election  at  the 
succeeding  presidential  primary,  or  the  selection  pursuant  to  Section 
7230,  and  qualification  of  the  members  of  the  new  committees. 


COMMENT : Note  that  new  law  provides  for  election  of  County  Committees  ONLY  at 
Presidential  primaries  (i.e.  every  four  years),  and  measures  terms  of  office  from 
Presidential  Primary  to  Presidential  primary!  Old  law  measured  terms  from  each  direct 
primary  to  the  next  direct  primary  (i.e.  two  years) 


Summary  of  Proposed  SFDCCC  Bylaw  Reforms 


The  following  is  a summary  of  proposed  changes  to  the  S.F.  Democratic  County  Central 

Committee's  bylaws.  Included  are  both  minor  and  significant  reforms  that  intend  to  both 

update  the  DCCC's  governing  rules  and  better  harmonize  them  with  similar  provisions  of 

the  Brown  Act  and  other  laws  that  apply  to  local  government  bodies  in  California. 

• All  references  to  "Bylaws”  now  employ  uniform  spelling  throughout 

• Missing  title  for  "ARTICLE  I:  NAME  AND  PURPOSE"  has  been  added 

• The  public  noticing  process  for  the  removal  a member  has  been  clarified  to  be  "in 
accordance  with  the  open  meeting  and  public  noticing  requirements  of  Article  IV  of 
these  Bylaws." 

• The  existing  provision  that  hearings  for  the  removal  of  members  may  "be  held  in  closed 
session"  has  been  removed.  [This  is  a policy  call,  but  it  is  the  easiest  way  to  avoid 
onerous  requirements  that  generally  apply  to  Closed  Session  meetings.] 

• Occasional  references  to  items  that  must  be  "mailed"  have  been  updated  to  the  more 
general  "provided,"  with  noticing  requirements  addressed  more  comprehensively  in  the 
"Agenda  and  Notice"  section. 

• Language  consistent  with  Sunshine  regarding  the  provision  of  minutes  under  the 
Recording  Secretary  section  has  been  added,  requiring  the  availability  of  draft  minutes 
on  request  and  posting  of  approved  minutes  "no  later  than  ten  working  days”  following 
approval. 

• References  to  "Emergency  meetings"  have  been  removed  for  clarity’s  sake.  These 
appear  to  be  indistinct  from  "Special  Meetings”  within  the  DCCC  bylaws,  but  an 
"Emergency  Meeting"  has  a specific  meaning  [and  specific  requirements)  under  the 
state  Brown  Act. 

• The  regularly  occurring  day  and  regularly  occurring  location  of  SFDCCC  meetings  has 
been  added. 

• Two  provisions  to  better  harmonize  with  Brown/Sunshine  have  been  added  with 
respect  to  meetings  that  are  sited  at  locations  other  than  the  usual  location  (which 
requires  a 15-day  advance  notice). 

• Fairly  extensive  detail  has  been  added  to  the  "Agenda  and  Notice”  section,  the  most 
significant  of  which  is  to  reduce  the  notice  time  from  15-days  to  72-hours  in  most  cases. 

• A change  to  the  procedure  for  putting  items  on  the  agenda  has  been  proposed,  which  is 
a policy  call.  Its  enactment  would  avoid  Brown  Act/Sunshine  problems  that  could  be 
raised  when  non-noticed  items  are  agendized  for  last-minute  votes. 

• A section  requiring  meetings  to  be  audio  or  video  recorded  has  been  added.  This  would 
obviously  require  a minor  investment  in  equipment  and  expertise,  but  it  would  be 
difficult  to  harmonize  our  bylaws  with  the  Brown  Act  and  Sunshine  without  it.  [Though 
we  could  post  audio  or  video  files  online  with  relative  ease,  1 think  the  larger  challenge 
here  is  to  achieve  audio  quality  sufficient  to  ensure  that  all  members  comments  are 
intelligible  to  listeners.] 

• Meetings  of  the  DCCC  should  be  fully  open  to  the  public,  even  to  non-Democrats. 

• Finally,  "gender  identity"  has  been  added  to  our  anti-discrimination  and  diversity  policy. 
Not  a Brown  Act  issue,  but  a worthwhile  update  to  adopt. 


San  Francisco  Democratic  County  Central  Committee-Bylaws 

Adopted:  JReplace  with  date  of  re-adoptionl 

ARTICLE  1:  NAME  AND  PURPOSE 
Section  1.  NAME 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  the  SAN  FRANCISCO  DEMOCRATIC  PARTY.  Its 
governing  body  shall  be  the  SAN  FRANCISCO  DEMOCRATIC  COUNTY  CENTRAL 
COMMITTEE  (SFDCCC). 

Section  2.  PURPOSE 

a.  The  goal  of  the  SFDCCC  is  to  educate  voters  on  issues  of  importance  to  our  society,  to 
maximize  Democratic  voter  registration  and  turnout  in  all  communities,  and  to  support  and 
ensure  the  electoral  victory  of  Democratic  candidates  who  uphold  the  values  of  the 
Democratic  Party. 

| b.  These-Bvlaws  shall  govern  the  organization,  operation,  and  functions  of  the  political  party 
known  as  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  (The  Party)  and  the  San  Francisco  Democratic 
County  Central  Committee  (SFDCCC). 

c.  The  SFDCCC  may  endorse  partisan  and  nonpartisan  primary  and  general  candidate 
elections  and  may  take  positions  on  all  local  ballot  measures. 

ARTICLE  II:  MEMBERSHIP 
Section  1:  MEMBERSHIP 
a.  SFDCCC  MEMBERSHIP 

1.  Elected  Members  from  Assembly  Districts  representing  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  in  whole  or  in  part.  The  number  of  Elected  Members  and  specific  Assembly 
Districts  are  determined  by  provisions  of  the  California  Elections  Code,  California  State 
District  lines,  and  Federal  Census  data. 

2.  Ex  Officio  members  shall  consist  of  the  following: 

A.  Any  Democrat  who  is  elected  or  otherwise  designated  to  serve,  or  who  is  serving  in  the 
following  elected  offices  representing  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  in  whole  or  in 
part: 

i.  Assemblvoerson 

ii.  State  Senator 


iii  Congressperson 


B.  Any  Democrat  resident  of  San  Francisco  who  is  elected  or  otherwise  designated  to  serve. 
or  who  is  serving  in  any  partisan  office  other  than  those  described  in  subdivision  2 A 
"Partisan  office"  shall  mean  any  office  for  which  a candidate  may  list  his/her  party 
affiliation  on  the  ballot 


C.  Following  certification  of  pri mary  election  results,  for  any  partisan  office  other  than  those 
listed  in  subdivision  2 A.  any  candidate  resident  in  San  Francisco  who  has  received  the 
Democratic  Party  endorsement.  Said  member  shall  continue  to  serve  until  the  earlier  of  fil 
election  or  appointment  of  a Democrat  to  said  office,  or  fiil  the  holding  of  the  next  primary 
election  for  said  office. 

D.  In  the  event  there  is  a Democratic  incumbent  entitled  to  Ex  Officio  membership  who  does 
not  seek  re-election,  or  a different  Democrat  receives  the  California  Democratic  Party 
endorsement,  the  incumbent  shall  continue  to  serve  on  the  SFDCCC  until  his/her  term  of 
office  is  over,  and  will  be  entitled  to  serve  concurrently  with  any  Democrat  who  becomes 
entitled  to  hold  an  Ex  officio  membership  by  virtue  of  primary  election  results. 

3.  Rights  of  Ex-Officio  Members:  The  Ex-Officio  Members  are  full  voting  members  of  the 
SFDCCC.  An  Ex-Officio  Member  may  select  a designee  to  represent  him/her  by  providing 
written  notice  of  the  designee  to  the  Chair  of  the  SFDCCC.  The  designee  shall  have  the  same 
voting  rights  as  the  Ex-Officio  Member. 

,4.  Associate  Members:  There  may  be  Associate  Members  of  the  County  Committee  who  will 
have  the  privilege  of  the  floor,  but  no  vote  in  the  deliberations  of  the  Committee.  The 
Associate  Members  shall  be  appointed  by  and  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Chairperson  of 
the  SFDCCC.  The  SFDCCC  may  appoint,  by  majority  vote  of  the  members  present,  additional 
Associate  Members  who  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Committee.  Additionally  the 
following  persons  shall  automatically  serve  as  Associate  Members  if  resident  in  San 
Francisco:  current  presidents/chairs  of  chartered  Democratic  clubs  in  good  standing, 
members  of  the  Democratic  State  Central  Committee,  and  Assembly  District  Chairs  and 
Regional  Chairs  of  the  California  State  Democratic  Party.  Associate  Member  status  may  be 
annulled  by  a majority  of  the  members  present  and  voting  at  the  time  of  the  request 
Membership  of  Associate  Members  appointed  by  the  Chairperson  or  membership  of  the 
SFDCCC  shall  terminate  upon  certification  of  the  results  of  the  next  SFDCCC  election. 

b.  TERM  OF  OFFICE:  Elected  members  shall  have  approximately  two  (2)  year  terms. 
Membership  shall  extend  from  the  time  of  certification  of  election  results  of  each  SFDCCC 
election  until  certification  of  election  results  of  the  next  SFDCCC  election,  with  vacancies 
occurring  during  this  period  filled  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  4 of  this 
article. 

After  each  SFDCCC  election,  the  chair  of  the  SFDCCC  (or  the  next  highest  officer  in 
succession  if  the  chair  is  unavailable)  shall  call  a meeting  of  the  SFDCCC  within  30  days  of 
the  certification  of  election  results  to  seat  the  new  members  of  the  SFDCCC. 

c.  There  shall  be  no  dual  memberships.  The  membership  of  any  Democrat  who  is  elected  or 
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otherwise  designated  to  hold  an  office  named  in  subdivision  (a)(2)  of  this  section  shall 
terminate  upon  their  taking  office.  A member  who  becomes  eligible  for  membership  on 
some  other  grounds  during  his  or  her  two-year  term  shall  inform  the  Chair  of  the  eligibility 
and  identify  the  position,  which  he  or  she  wishes  to  represent 

Section  2.  QUALIFICATION  FOR  MEMBERSHIP 

A person  is  eligible  for  membership  on  the  SFDCCC  only  if  such  person  is  registered  as 
affiliated  with  the  Democratic  Party;  provided  that,  in  the  case  of  an  associate  member  or 
designee  of  an  ex  officio  member,  a person  may  serve,  though  ineligible  to  register  to  vote,  if 
he/she  has  declared  his  intention  to  register  as  a Democrat  upon  becoming  eligible  to 
register  as  a voter.  If  the  member’s  party  affiliation  changes,  or  if  the  member’s  residence 
changes  to  a location  outside  of  the  Assembly  District  he/she  was  elected  to  represent,  his 
or  her  membership  on  the  SFDCCC  shall  automatically  terminate. 

Section  3.  REMOVAL  FROM  MEMBERSHIP 


a.  The  removal  of  residence  by  an  Elected  member  of  the  SFDCCC  from  the  Assembly  district 
from  which  he  or  she  has  been  elected  or  appointed  a member  of  that  committee  or  the 
affiliation  with,  or  registration  as  a member  of,  a party  other  than  the  Democratic  Party  by 
an  Elected  member  of  the  SFDCCC  during  his  or  her  term  of  membership  shall  constitute  his 
or  her  automatic  resignation  from  the  SFDCCC. 

b.  Any  Elected  member  of  the  SFDCCC  who  misses  more  than  three  consecutive  regularly 
called  meetings  may  be  removed  by  a vote  of  the  committee  concerned,  unless  his  or  her 
absence  is  caused  by  illness  or  temporary  absence  from  the  county  on  the  date  of  the 
meeting,  or  is  otherwise  excused.  Any  absence  may  be  excused  by  the  Chair  of  the  SFDCCC, 
subject  to  the  ratification  of  the  SFDCCC. 

If  the  Chair  is  unwilling  to  excuse  an  absence,  the  member  may  ask  to  be  excused  by  the  full 
SFDCCC,  and  the  absence  may  be  excused  by  a majority  vote. 


c.  The  SFDCCC  may  remove  any  member,  other  than  an  Ex  Officio  member,  who  during  his 
or  her  term  of  membership  affiliates  with  a party  other  than  the  Democratic  Party,  who 
gives  support  to  or  avows  a preference  for  a candidate  for  partisan  office  other  than  a 
candidate  affiliated  with  the  Democratic  Party  or  who  knowingly  utilizes  his/her  SFDCCC 
title  to  advocate  or  support  a candidate  not  endorsed  by  the  SFDCCC.  "Partisan  office”  shall 
mean  any  office  for  which  a candidate  may  list  his/her  party  affiliation  on  the  ballot, 
provided  that  an  SFDCCC  member  may  endorse  a non-Democrat  for  a "top  two"  race  in  the 
event  no  Democrat  qualifies  for  the  general  election  ballot. 

,d.  Removal  of  a member  for  reasons  listed  in  this  Article  shall  be  effected  in  the  following 
manner; 

1 . The  Chair  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  investigate  any  charges  of  behavior  that  could  support 
removal  under  this  Article.  If  substantiated,  the  Chair  shall  send  to  the  accused  member  by 


timely  certified  mail:  a copy  of  the  statement  of  charges  and  a letter  stating  that  the  accused 
member  may  either  resign  or  have  a hearing  before  the  members  of  the  SFDCCC,  that  at 
such  hearing,  the  accused  member  shall  be  afforded  an  opportunity  to  respond  to  the 
statement  of  charges  and  to  confront  the  witnesses  against  such  member,  and  that  such 
member  may  be  represented  at  his/her  own  expense  at  such  hearing.  An  additional  copy  of 
the  aforesaid  documents  shall  also  be  transmitted  to  the  accused  member  by  fax,  email,  or 
regular  mail  at  or  before  the  time  the  copies  are  sent  by  certified  mail.  In  the  case  of  a 
member  whom  the  Chair  believes  has  moved  his/her  residence  from  the  Assembly  district 
from  which  he  or  she  has  been  elected  or  appointed,  the  notice  can  advise  the  member  that 
if  he/she  does  not  make  a written  request  to  the  Chair  within  ten  (10)  days  disputing  the 
charges  and  demanding  a hearing,  his/her  removal  will  be  effected  automatically,  and  in 
such  case  no  further  notice  or  hearing  will  be  required. 

2.  If  the  accused  member  does  not  resign,  the  Chair  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  schedule  a hearing 
I before  the  SFDCCC  in  accordance  with  the  open  meeting  and  public  noticing  requirements 
| of  Article  IV  of  these  Bylaws.  The  Chair  shall  send  a copy  of  the  statement  of  charges  to  all 

members  of  the  SFDCCC  along  with  a notice  of  the  date,  time,  and  location  of  the  hearing  no 
less  than  ten  (10)  days  prior  to  the  scheduled  hearing. 

3.  At  the  hearing  the  members  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  examine  the  statement  of  charges 
brought  against  the  accused  member.  The  accused  member  shall  be  afforded  an  opportunity 
to  respond  to  the  charges,  to  confront  any  witnesses,  and  may  be  represented  at  his/her 
own  expense  if  desired.  Such  hearing  shall  be  conducted  in  such  a fashion  as  to  afford  the 

| accused  member  due  process  of  law./Vt  the  conclusion  of  said  hearing,  upon  motion  for  

removal,  the  accused  member  may  be  removed  by  a vote  of  not  less  than  two-thirds  (2/3)  of 
the  members  present  and  voting. 

Section  4.  VACANCIES 

a.  A vacancy  on  the  SFDCCC  shall  be  deemed  to  exist  in  the  event  any  member  dies,  becomes 
incapacitated  to  act,  or  is  removed  from  membership  pursuant  to  Section  3 of  this  Article. 

b.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  as  follows: 

1.  Whenever  possible,  the  Chairperson  shall  fill  vacancies  in  the  membership  of  the  SFDCCC 
no  later  than  forty-five  (45)  days  from  the  occurrence  of  vacancy.  Whenever  possible,  the 
Chair  shall  solicit  names  for  replacement  candidates  to  fill  the  vacancy.  The  Chair’s 
appointment  to  fill  the  vacancy  is  subject  to  ratification  by  a majority  vote  of  those  members 
of  the  SFDCCC  present  and  voting. 

ARTICLE  III:  OFFICERS 


Deleted:  Such  hearing  shall  be  held  in 
closed  session,  attended  only  by  the  Elected 
and  Ex-Officio  (or  their  designees). 


Members  of  the  SFDCCC,  provided  that  the 
member  being  charged  may  demand  that 
the  hearing  be  public. 


Section  1.  ELECTED  OFFICERS 

The  elected  officers  of  this  County  Committee  shall  consist  of: 
a.  A Chairperson; 


b.  A First  Vice-Chairperson; 

c.  A Second  Vice-Chairperson; 

d.  A Third  Vice-Chairperson; 

e.  A Fourth  Vice-Chairperson; 

f.  A Treasurer; 

g.  A Recording  Secretary; 

h.  A Corresponding  Secretary. 

Election  of  officers  shall  occur  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC  after  SFDCCC  election 
results  have  been  certified.  Officers  shall  be  elected  by  a majority  of  the  members  of  the 
SFDCCC  present  and  voting.  Officer's  terms  shall  be  the  length  of  the  term  of  the  SFDCCC. 
Officers  may  be  removed  by  a majority  vote  of  the  SFDCCC  members  present  and  voting  at 
any  properly  noticed  SFDCCC  meeting  where  the  intent  to  remove  the  officer  has  been 
properly  noticed.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  majority  vote  of  SFDCCC  members  present  and 
voting  at  any  properly  noticed  meeting.  At  least  one  Vice-Chairperson  shall  be  of  the 
opposite  sex  from  the  other  Vice-Chairpersons.  Each  Assembly  District  shall  be  represented 
by  two  Vice-Chairperson.  Additional  duties  of  the  officers  are  described  in  the  Policy  and 
Procedures  Manual. 

Section  2.  CHAIRPERSON 

The  Chairperson  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  County  Committee  and  shall  appoint  all 
committees  and  Chairpersons  of  such  committees  within  the  County  Committee  and  shall 
be  an  ex-  officio  member  of  all  committees.  The  Chairperson  shall  appoint  a voting  member 
of  the  SFDCCC  as  the  Parliamentarian.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  remain  a full  voting 
member  of  the  SFDCCC. 

Section  3.  SUCCESSION  OF  THE  CHAIRPERSON 

In  the  absence  of  the  Chairperson,  the  Acting  Chair  and  presiding  officer  shall  be  the  duly 
elected  officer  in  the  descending  order  as  shown  in  Article  III,  Section  1. 

Section  4.  VICE-CHAIRPERSONS 

The  duties  of  the  four  Vice-Chairs  shall  be  determined  by  the  Chair.  Duties  may  include: 
fundraising,  outreach,  registering  voters,  chartering  clubs,  party  renewal. 

Section  5.  TREASURER 

a.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all  funds  of  the  County  Committee  and  shall  disburse 
| them  as  provided  in  Article  VII  of  these.Bvlaws.  All  disbursements  shall  be  by  check  upon 
any  two  signatures  of  the  following:  the  Treasurer,  the  Chairperson,  or  any  Vice- 


Chairperson,  or  any  two  designees  of  the  Chair  who  must  either  be  a member  of  the  SFDCCC 
or  staff  for  the  SFDCCC.  At  no  time  may  both  signatures  be  from  staff  of  the  SFDCCC. 

b.  The  Treasurer  shall  issue  receipts  for  all  monies  received  and  submit  a written  report  of 
receipts,  disbursements,  and  cash  on  hand  at  every  meeting  of  the  County  Committee.  He  or 
she  shall  submit  a written  annual  report  to  the  County  Committee  as  of  the  end  of  each 
Calendar  year. 

Section  6.  SECRETARIES 


a.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  and  records  of  the  County  Committee  and 
shall  send  all  notices  required  by  law  and  by  these,Bylaws. 

A copy  of  the  minutes  of  each  County  Committee  meeting  shall  bejrovided  to  each  member 
of  the  County  Committee's  part  of  the  agenda  packet  for  the  jiext  regular  meeting  of  the 

County  Committee.£aid  agenda  shall  contain  a list  of  all  business  to  be  considered  at  the 

meeting  as  described  in  Article  IV,  Section  4. 

Minutes  of  County  Committee  meetings  shall  contain  a listing  of  members’  absences.  It  shall 
be  the  responsibility  of  each  County  Committee  member  to  make  his  or  her  attendance 
known  to  the  Recording  Secretary  at  each  meeting,  either  through  the  regular  roll  call,  or 
through  personal  notice. 

The  draft  minutes  of  each  meeting  shall  be  available  for  inspection  and  copying  upon 
request  no  later  than  ten  working  days  after  the  meeting.  The  officially  adopted  minutes 
shall  be  posted  on  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party's  website,  and  available  for 
inspection  and  copying  upon  request  no  later  than  ten  working  days  after  the  meeting  at 
which  the  minutes  are  adopted. 

b.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  carry  on  the  correspondence  of  the  County  Committee 
under  the  direction  of  the  Chairperson. 

Section  7.  EXECUTIVE  DIRECTOR/STAFF 

The  Executive  Director  of  the  SFDCCC  and  any  other  paid  staff  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  serve  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  SFDCCC  under  the  direction  of  the  Chairperson. 

ARTICLE  IV:  MEETINGS 
Section  1.  REGULAR  MEETINGS 

Regular  meetings  shall  generally  occur  on  a monthly  basis  on  the  fourth  f4thi  Wednesday  of 
every  month. 

Section  2.  SPECIAI^MEETINGS 

a.  A special /neeting  may  be  held  at  the  call  of  the  Chairperson,  or  his  or  her  designee  if  the 
Chair  is  unavailable,  or  by  ten  (10)  voting  members  of  the  SFDCCC.  The  only  business  that 


mav  be  noticed  for  a special  meeting  is  business  that  cannot  wait  until  the  next  regularly 
scheduled  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC.  No  business  other  than  that  specified  in  the  notice  to 
members  mav  be  discussed  or  voted  upon  at  the  special  meeting.  Any  business  raised  at  a 
special  meeting  must  be  passed  bv  a two-thirds  12/31  vote  of  those  members  present  and 
voting. , 


Section  3.  PLACE  OF  MEETINGS 

^Meetings  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  be  held  at  the  Milton  Marks  Auditorium  of  the  California 
State  Office  Building.  455  Golden  Gate  Avenue,  in  San  Francisco. 


b.  In  the  event  that  the  regular  meeting  facility  becomes  unavailable,  or  at  such  times  as  the 

Chairperson  determines  circumstances  warrant,  the  Chairperson  mav  selects  suitable 

alternative  location  for  SFDCCC  meetings^  Jh^location  of  all  meetings  oft  he  SFDCCCtshajl 
be  within  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  shall  be^ccessible  to  disabled  persons. 

c.  In  the  event  that  a regular  or  special  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC  is  held  at  a location  other 
than  that  described  in  subsection  fal  of  this  Section,  notice  of  the  new  location  shall  be 
provided  at  least  15  days  in  advance  bv  email  to  each  member  of  the  SFDCCC:  bv  email  to 


designated  contacts  of  all  chartered  Democratic  clubs  in  San  Francisco:  and  bv  email  to  all 
members  of  the  public  and  media  outlets  having  requested  in  writing  such  agendas  and 
notices.  Notices  shall  also  be  posted  15  days  in  advance  on  the  SFDCCC's  web  site  at 
http://www.sfdemocrats.org:  at  the  San  Francisco  Main  Library.  Government  Information 


Center:  and  at  the  offices  of  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party.  Notices  shall  also  be 
mailed  at  least  15  davs  to  persons  having  requested  delivery  via  U.S.  Postal  Service.  Such 
notices  need  not  include  a formal  agenda,  but  should  generally  identify  the  nature  and 


purpose  of  the  meeting.  A formal  agenda  must  also  be  distributed  and  posted  at  least  72 
hours  in  advance  of  the  meeting  in  accordance  with  the  public  noticing  requirements  of 
Section  4 of  this  Article.

Section  4.  AGENDA  AND  NOTICE 

a.  The  agenda  for  all  regular  meetings,  and  the  notice  and  agenda  for  all  special  meetings, 
shall  be  determined  by  the  Chairperson  of  the  SFDCCC  or  his/her  designee  if  the  Chair  is 
unavailable./UI  agendas  and  notices  shal^list  the  date,  time,  and  location  of  the  meeting,  and 
all  agendas  shall  provide^  brief  general  description  of  each  item  of  business  to  be  voted 
upon.  The  description  shall  be  adequate  to  inform  interested  members  of  the  public  about 
the  subject  matter  under  consideration  so  that  they  can  determine  whether  to  monitor  or 
participate  in  the  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC. 


b.  Except  as  provided  for  in  Subsection  3fc1  of  this  Article,  the  agenda  for  all  regular 
meetings,  and  the  notice  and  agenda  for  all  special  meetings. .shall  be  provided  at  least  72 
hours  in  advance  bv  email  Jo  each  member  of  the  SFDCCC:  bv  email  to  designated  contacts 
of  all  chartered  Democratic  clubs  in  San  Francisco:  and  bv  email  to  all  members  of  the 
public  and  media  outlets  having  requested  in  writing  such  agendas  and  notices.  At  least  72 
hours  before  a regular  meeting, agendas  and  notices  shall  also  be^osted  on  the  SFDCCC's 


web  site  at  http://www.sfdemocrats.org:  at  the  San  Francisco  Main  Library,  Government 
Information  Center;  and  at  the  offices  of  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party.  Notices  shall 
also  be  mailed  at  least  72  hours  in  advance  to  persons  having  requested  delivery  via  U.S. 

Postal  Service. 

f .^\fvoting  member  of  the  SFDCCC  may  Request  an  item  be  placed  on  the  agenda,  subject  to 
consent  of  the  Chairperson,  by  providing  written  notice  at  least  96  hours  prior  to  a regular 
or  special  meeting.  A voting  member  of  the  SFDCCC  may,  under  the  "new  business"  portion  \ 
of  a regular  or  special  meeting,  place  an  item  on  the  agenda  for  the  immediate  following 
meeting  subject  to  approval  by  a vote  of  no  less  than  a majority  of  those  members  present 
and  voting  The  SFDCCC  may  discuss  and/or  take  action  only  on  jhose  items  that  are  on  the 
agenda., _ ■ . _ \ 

d.  The  agenda  shall  provide  an  opportunity  for  public  comment  on  each  item  prior  to  the  1 
SFDCCC's  taking  action  on  it  and,  for  discussion  items,  before  or  during  consideration  of  the 
item.  Agendas  for  regular  meetings  shall  also  provide  an  opportunity  for  general  public  } 
comment  on  matters  not  on  the  agenda  but  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  SFDCCC.  Each  1 
speaker  mav  speak  once  on  each  agenda  item  for  up  to  three  minutes,  provided  that  the 
Chairperson  may  limit  public  comment  on  an  item  to  less  than  three  minutes  per  speaker 
based  on  such  factors  as  the  nature  of  the  item,  the  number  of  anticipated  speakers  for  the 
item,  and  the  anticipated  duration  of  other  agenda  items.  Time  limits  shall  be  applied 
uniformly  to  members  of  the  public.  Any  person  who  speaks  during  a public  comment 
period  mav  provide  a brief  written  summary  of  up  to  150  words  of  his  or  her  comments  for 
inclusion  in  the  minutes  of  the  meeting.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  the  summary  as  part  of 
the  minutes  unless  the  SFDCCC  rejects  it  because  it  does  not  accurately  reflect  the  speaker’s 
comments. 

Section  5.  QUORUM 

A quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  by  the  SFDCCC  shall  consist  of  eight  (8)  or  more  \ 

voting  members,  excluding  Ex-Officio  Members. 

Section  6.  PROXIES 

Members  of  the  SFDCCC,  other  than  Ex-Officio  Members,  may  vote  by  proxy  not  more  than 
five  times  during  any  term  of  office  unless  the  Chair  permits  further  proxies  for  good  cause. 
Ex-Officio  Members  of  the  SFDCCC  may  vote  at  any  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC  through 
designees.  Proxies  for  Members  and  appointments  of  designees  by  Ex-Officio  Members  shall 
be  signed  by  the  person  making  such  proxy  or  appointment  and  shall  be  filed  with  the 
Chairperson  or  Recording  Secretary  prior  to  any  voting  by  or  through  such  proxy  or 
designee.  A proxy  shall  be  valid  only  for  a single  meeting.  No  Member,  designee  or  any 
individual  may  hold  more  than  one  proxy  at  any  meeting. 

• Any  registered  Democrat  resident  in  San  Francisco  shall  be  eligible  to  hold  a proxy  for  an 
elected  member,  provided  that  person  is  resident  of  the  same  Assembly  District  as  the 
member  whose  proxy  he/she  holds. 


• Any  elected  Member  of  the  SFDCC  shall  be  eligible  to  hold  a proxy  for  any  other  elected 
Member  regardless  of  which  Assembly  District  the  Member  is  resident  in. 

Section  7.  PARLIAMENTARY  PROCEDURES  AND  VOTING 

a.  All  meetings  shall  be  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  latest  revised  edition  of  Robert’s 

| Rules  of  Order,  except  as  such  rules  may  be  modified  bv  these-Bvlaws.  The  Parliamentarian 
shall  be  provided  with  a copy  of  Robert’s  Rules  of  Order  by  the  SFDCCC  and  shall  have  a 
copy  at  all  meetings. 

b.  Voting  may  be  by  any  method  which  will  allow  a public  record  to  be  maintained  of  each 
vote  or  abstention  by  each  member.  In  no  case  shall  the  use  of  secret  written  ballots  be 
allowed  in  SFDCCC  votes.  Where  the  SFDCCC  conducts  a vote  by  voice  vote  or  show  of 
hands,  a roll  call  vote  shall  be  granted  upon  request  of  a single  voting  member  either  before 
or  after  the  voice  vote  or  show  of  hands. 

c.  Under  no  circumstances  may  these  JBvlaws,  or  any  portion  of  theseilvlaws.  be  suspended, 
unless  that  specific  portion  of  the  .Bylaws  indicates  that  it  maybe  suspended. 

d.  If  any  portion  of  these-Bvlaws  or  Robert's  Rules  of  Order  requires  interpretation,  the 
Chairperson  or  Acting  Chair  shall  have  sole  authority  to  make  that  interpretation.  It  is 
recommended,  but  not  required,  that  the  Chair  consult  the  parliamentarian  before  issuing  a 
ruling.  Once  the  Chair  issues  his/her  ruling,  only  a majority  vote  of  the  members  present 
and  voting  may  overturn  his/her  decision.  If  such  a vote  is  to  occur,  it  must  be  raised  and 
debated  at  that  meeting.  Once  the  meeting  adjourns,  unless  a simple  majority  of  the  SFDCCC 
has  voted  to  table  or  continue  this  issue,  the  Chair’s  ruling  becomes  final. 

Section  8.  RESOLUTION  PROCEDURES 

a.  All  resolutions  must  be  typed. 

b.  Inducement  (e.g.,  Whereas)  clauses  shall  be  limited  to  three  (3)  or  fewer,  and  resolve 
clauses  shall  be  limited  to  two  (2)  or  fewer. 

c.  Resolutions  must  be  no  longer  than  one  (1)  8-1/2”  x 11”  typewritten  page,  and  the  font 
shall  not  be  any  smaller  than  ten  (10)  point. 

d.  This  section  (Article  IV,  Section  8)  may  be  suspended  by  a two-  thirds  (2/3)  vote  of 
SFDCCC  members  present  and  voting. 

Section  9.  CONFLICTS  OF  INTEREST 

Members  determined  to  have  a clear  and  direct  economic  self  interest  in  a matter  before  the 
SFDCCC  shall  neither  comment  on,  nor  vote  on,  said  matter.  Further  definitions  of  conflicts 
of  interest  may  be  included  in  the  Policy  and  Procedures  Manual.  The  Chairperson  or  Acting 
Chair  shall  make  determinations  of  whether  a member  has  a conflict  of  interest.  The  Chair’s 
ruling  may  be  overturned  by  no  less  than  a majority  of  those  members  present  and  voting. 


Section  10.  NOTICES 


| Wherever  thesejlylaws  or  the  Policy  and  Procedures  Manual  requires  giving  or  mailing  of 
notice  (other  than  by  certified  mail),  such  notice  may  be  given  by  email  or  fax  with  the  same 
force  and  effect  as  if  said  notice  had  been  mailed  or  hand-delivered.  Notices  required  to  be 
given  by  certified  mail  may  be  given  by  hand-  delivery  with  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if 
said  notice  had  been  mailed  by  certified  mail. 

Section  11.  DOCUMENTS  MAY  BE  EXECUTED  BY  FAX  OR  E MAIL 
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| .Wherever  these  Bylaws  or  the  Policy  and  Procedures  Manual  require  any  document  to  be 
executed  or  signed,  a faxed  or  e mailed  document  can  be  used  with  the  same  force  and  effect 
as  if  an  original  signature  had  been  affixed  to  the  document. 

Section  12.  RECORDING  MEETINGS 

The  SFDCCC  shall  cause  to  be  created  an  audio  or  video  recording  of  its  regular  and  special 
meetings,  and  shall  make  copies  of  such  recordings  available  to  members  of  the  public  on 
request.  Members  of  the  public  and  news  media  may  audio-record,  video-record  and 
broadcast  so  long  as  the  activity  does  not  constitute  a disruption  of  the  SFDCCC's 
proceeding. 

ARTICLE  V:  COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  STANDING  COMMITTEES  AND  SPECIAL  COMMITTEES 

a.  The  Issues  Committee  is  a Standing  Committee  that  shall  meet  prior  to  every  SFDCCC 
meeting  where  business  is  scheduled  to  be  voted  upon.  All  voting  members  of  the  SFDCCC 
are  members  of  the  Issues  Committee.  The  Co-Chairs  of  the  Issues  Committee  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Chairperson  of  the  SFDCCC.  The  Issues  Committee  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Chairperson  of  the  SFDCCC.  The  Issues  Committee  shall  make  recommendations  to  the 
SFDCCC  on  all  Resolutions  coming  before  the  SFDCCC,  and  on  any  other  business  that  comes 
before  the  SFDCCC  that  is  referred  to  the  Issues  Committee  by  the  Chairperson  of  the 
SFDCCC. 


b.  The  Contracts  Bidding  Committee  shall  meet  to  evaluate  and  award  contracts  on  all 
SFDCCC  business  as  defined  and  outlined  in  the  SFDCCC  Policy  and  Procedures  Manual. 

c.  The  Executive  Committee  consists  of  the  Chairperson  and  all  of  the  elected  officers  of  the 
SFDCCC.  The  Executive  Committee  may  meet  from  time  to  time  as  determined  by  the 
SFDCCC  Chair.  The  Chair  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  be  the  Chair  of  the  Executive  Committee. 


d.  The  Chair  of  the  SFDCCC  may  at  any  time  appoint  and  dissolve  special  committees. 
ARTICLE  VI:  ENDORSEMENTS 


Section  1.  ELIGIBILITY 


Registered  Democrats  shall  be  the  only  candidates  considered  for  endorsement,  except  that 
the  SFDCCC  mav  consider  endorsing  a non-Democrat  in  any  nonpartisan  or  “top  two"  race 
in  which  no  registered  Democrat  has  qualified  for  the  general  election  ballot. 

Section  2.  VOTING  PROCEDURE 

Voting  may  be  by  any  method  which  will  allow  a public  record  to  be  maintained  of  each  vote 
or  abstention  by  each  member.  Endorsement  requires  fifty  (50)  percent  plus  one  vote  of 
those  members  present  and  voting.  At  the  conclusion  of  each  ballot,  if  no  candidate  has 
received  the  required  majority,  the  name  of  the  candidate  receiving  the  least  votes  will  be 
deleted  from  the  listing  of  candidates  on  the  succeeding  ballots.  In  races  where  there  are 
multiple  candidates  for  the  same  position,  the  Committee  will  continue  voting  until  an 
endorsement  of  a candidate  or  no  endorsement  is  achieved.  In  races  with  multiple 
candidates  for  elected  office  with  multiple  open  seats,  Committee  members  shall  vote  for 
the  number  of  candidates  as  there  are  open  and  "unendorsed"  seats  until  endorsement  or 
no  endorsement  is  achieved  for  candidates  equaling  the  number  of  open  seats. 

For  each  office,  a Committee  member  will  be  allowed  to  cast  one  (1)  no  endorsement  vote 
on  each  ballot.  In  multiple  seat  races.  Committee  members  must  cast  a vote  for  each  open 
seat,  however,  any  member  may  cast  a ballot  for  no  endorsement  for  any  or  all  of  the  open 
seats.  In  multiple  seat  races,  a no  endorsement  vote  on  all  of  the  open  seats  can  be  achieved 
by  a vote  of  fifty  (50)  percent  plus  one  of  members  present  and  voting  on  a motion  for  an 
official  no  endorsement  position  by  the  Committee. 

In  elections  in  which  Ranked  Choice  Voting  (RCV)  is  employed,  the  SFDCCC  may  adopt  rules 
permitting  the  SFDCCC  to  recommend  ranked  and/or  multiple  choices  for  a given  race. 

These  same  procedures  shall  be  applicable  to  any  pre-primary  or  "top  two"  election  race  in 
which  the  SFDCCC  is  entitled  to  endorse  under  California  State  Democratic  Party  rules. 

Section  3.  EXCLUSIVITY 

Endorsement  of  candidates  for  non-partisan  office  whose  jurisdiction  does  not  extend 
beyond  the  San  Francisco  County  lines  shall  be  the  exclusive  responsibility  of  this  County 
Committee. 

Section  4.  MULTIPLE  JURISDICTIONS 

Endorsement  of  Candidates  for  non-partisan  office  whose  jurisdiction  involves  two  (2)  or 
more  counties  shall  be  endorsed  at  a joint  meeting  of  the  County  Central  Committees 
sharing  the  jurisdiction.  The  proportion  of  San  Francisco  Democratic  County  Central 
Committee’s  eligible  votes  at  any  joint  County  Committee  meeting  shall  equal  its  proportion 
of  the  total  regular  and  Ex  Officio  Members  from  the  participating  County  Committees.  Ex 
Officio  Members,  or  their  alternates,  serving  on  multiple  County  Committees  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  vote  only. 


ARTICLE  VII:  DISBURSEMENT  OF  FUNDS  Section  1.  AUTHORIZATION 


Disbursements  of  SFDCCC  funds  except  as  provided  in  Section  3 herein  shall  be  authorized 
by  a majority  vote  of  the  voting  members  present  and  voting  at  a regular  meeting. 

Section  2.  USE  OF  FUNDS 

Funds  contributed  to  the  SFDCCC  for  use  on  behalf  of  a particular  candidate  or  campaign 
must  be  expended  for  such  purposes  or  returned  to  the  donor  by  order  of  the  Chairperson. 

Section  3.  DISBURSEMENT  OF  FUNDS 

The  Chairperson  is  authorized  to  disburse  funds  for  the  operating  and  miscellaneous 
expenses  of  the  SFDCCC  without  prior  approval  but  shall  account  to  the  SFDCCC  for  the 
expenditure  of  such  funds. 

Section  4.  NON-INVOLVEMENT  IN  SFDCCC  ELECTIONS 

No  funds  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  be  utilized  to  aid  or  oppose  the  election  of  any  candidate  for 
election  to  the  SFDCCC.  The  SFDCCC  shall  not  take  any  action  to  endorse  or  oppose  the 
election  of  any  person  to  the  SFDCCC. 

Section  5.  EMERGENCY 

In  the  event  of  an  emergency,  the  Treasurer  is  authorized  to  expend,  or  borrow,  funds  if 
authorized  by  the  Chairperson,  or  by  the  Acting  Chairperson  as  described  in  Article  111, 

| Sections  (1)  and  (3)  of  these  jBvlaws  if  the  Chairperson  is  unavailable.  Whenever  possible, 
the  Treasurer  shall  also  seek  authorization  from  the  Executive  Committee.  Such 
authorization  may  be  obtained  informally,  as  by  phone  poll  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  VIII:  REPRESENTATION  TO  THE  STATE  CENTRAL  COMMITTEE 

Selection  of  County  Committee  representatives  to  the  Democratic  State  Central  Committee 
shall  be  held  in  accordance  with  State  Committee  Bylaws  Article  II  Section  4,  Members 
Elected  By  County  Central  Committees.  SFDCCC  members  elected  in  the  Democratic 
Primary  shall  be  the  official  representatives  to  the  State  Committee  before  selection  of  other 
representatives.  Whenever  possible,  the  Chairperson  shall  fill  vacancies  in  the  SFDCCC 
membership  of  the  State  Committee  no  later  than  the  next  regular  meeting  following  the 
creation  or  occurrence  of  any  vacancy,  subject  to  ratification  by  a majority  vote  of  those 
members  of  the  SFDCCC  present  and  voting.  Appointees  to  vacancies  in  the  State  Committee 
who  are  not  regular  members  of  the  SFDCCC  will  concurrently  be  appointed  to  associate 
membership  on  the  SFDCCC. 

ARTICLE  IX:  CLUB  CHARTERS 
Section  1.  USE  OF  THE  PARTY  NAME 

Only  Chartered  Democratic  Clubs  may  use  the  name  of  the  Democratic  Party  within  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco.  This  section  shall  not  apply  to  organizations  that  are  official 
parts  of  the  California  Democratic  Party  or  the  Democratic  National  Committee,  or  that  have 


been  authorized  to  use  the  name  of  the  Democratic  Party  pursuant  to  the  California 
Elections  Code.  Only  the  SFDCCC  may  represent  itself  as  the  San  Francisco  Democratic 
Party.  SFDCCC  letterhead  and  stationery  shall  only  be  used  for  official  SFDCCC  business. 

Section  2.  NON-ENDORSEMENT  OF  NON-DEMOCRATS  Chartered  Democratic  organizations 
shall  not  politically  affiliate  with  any  other  political  party,  nor  endorse,  nor  otherwise 
publicly  support  by  fundraising  or  publicity,  candidates  for  partisan  office  who  are  not 
members  of  the  Democratic  Party.  "Partisan  office"  shall  mean  any  office  for  which  a 
candidate  mav  list  his/her  party  affiliation  on  the  ballot  provided  that  a Chartered 
Democratic  organization  member  may  endorse  a non-Democrat  for  a "top  two"  race  in  the 
event  no  Democrat  qualifies  for  the  general  election  ballot. 

Section  3.  ELIGIBILITY 

Any  Democratic  organization  shall  be  eligible  to  apply  for  a charter  from  the  County 
Committee  upon  submission  of: 

a.  A membership  roster  of  at  least  twenty  (20)  persons  who  are  registered  Democrats 
resident  in  San  Francisco  or  who  have  declared  their  intention  to  register  as  Democrats 
upon  becoming  eligible  to  vote; 

b.  A current  list  of  officers; 

| c.  A copy  of  its  .Bylaws  or  other  governing  documents; 

d.  A $20  chartering  fee. 

Section  4.  REVIEW  OF  APPLICATIONS 

The  Chairperson  shall  appoint  a person  or  committee  who  shall  be  responsible  for 
reviewing  all  applications  for  club  charters,  and  for  informing  all  organizations  eligible  to 
obtain  charters  under  Section  1 of  the  need  for  obtaining  such  charters  and  of  the  procedure 
for  application  for  same.  Said  person  or  committee  shall  make  recommendations  to  the 
County  Committee  on  whether  to  issue  a charter  to  any  applying  club. 

Section  5.  ISSUANCE  OF  CHARTER 

A club  charter  may  be  issued  to  any  applying  club  by  a majority  vote  of  the  members 
present  and  voting  at  any  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC.  Unless  suspended  or  revoked,  said 

| charter  will  remain  effective  from  the  time  of  issuance  until  Jive  months  after  the  next 

primary  election  at  which  SFDCCC  members  are  elected,  as  set  forth  in  other  sub-sections  of 
this  Article. 

Section  6.  ASSOCIATE  MEMBER  STATUS 

The  President  or  Chairperson  of  each  chartered  club  shall  be  an  Associate  Member  (see 
Article  II,  Section  1(a)(4))  of  the  SFDCCC  if  said  individual  is  a person  residing  in  San 
Francisco,  and  is  qualified  to  serve  as  an  Associate  member  pursuant  to  Article  II,  Section  2. 


Section  7.  RENEWAL  OF  CHARTER 


Each  chartered  club  shall  promptly  inform  the  SFDCCC  of  changes  of  officers.  An  application 
| for  renewal  of  any  existing  club  charter  may  be  submitted  at  any  time  commencingJf]ve  _ 

months  before  its  expiration. 
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Section  8.  SUSPENSION  OR  REVOCATION  OF  CHARTER 


The  SFDCCC  may,  by  a two-thirds  vote,  suspend  or  revoke  the  charter  of  any  chartered  club 
at  any  time  only  for  the  following  causes:  Violation  of  Article  IX,  Section  2 of  these  Bylaws, 
or  inactivity.  No  club  charter  shall  be  suspended  or  revoked  except  following  notice  and 
hearing  being  afforded  by  the  SFDCCC.  Such  notice  given  and  any  hearing  shall  be 
conducted  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  set  forth  for  removal  of  elected  members  in 
Article  11,  Section  3 (d)  of  theseJ3ylaws.Jn  case  suspension  or  revocation  of  a club  charter  is 
sought  on  the  sole  ground  of  inactivity,  the  notice  can  advise  the  club  that  if  it  does  not 
make  a written  request  to  the  Chair  within  ten  (10)  days  disputing  the  charges  and 
demanding  a hearing,  the  suspension  or  revocation  will  be  effected  automatically,  and  in 
such  case  no  further  notice  or  hearing  will  be  required.

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ARTICLE  X:  POLICY  AND  PROCEDURES  MANUAL

Section  2.  SEVERABILITY

SF  DCCC  Member  Reports,  including  discussion  and  possible  action,  to  report  to  the 
full  committee  progress  on  work  assignments  and  discussions  with  members  of  the 
public  or  public  officials  concerning  the  SFDCCC  future  work. 

a)  Chair  - Mary  Jung  reported  on  progress  related  to  executive  director  applicants, 
announcing  we  hired  Ally  Hergenraeder.  Job  description  was  edited  and  posted  by 
Dunning.  Reviewed  18-20  resumes,  conducted  10  phone  interviews  and 
interviewed  5 candidates.  DCCC  has  temporary  campaign  space  at  2278  Market 
Street  in  the  Castro;  getting  great  foot  traffic;  has  parking.  We  share  with 
Organizing  for  America,  Prop  C and  Prop  E.  Our  Convention  Party  was  well 
attended.  CDP  Chair  John  Burton  and  former  SF  Mayor  Willie  Brown  spoke.  Vince 
Courney  from  Local  261  provided  the  labor  perspective.  Many  thanks  to  Local  261 
for  hosting  us  with  their  space  and  supplying  the  audio/visual  equipment.  HQ 
opening  on  September  22  was  also  well  attended  with  special  guest  Leader  Nancy 
Pelosi,  making  the  point  that  SF  must  help  take  back  Congress.  Ally  is  coordinating 
voter  registration,  and  will  eventually  be  focusing  on  Pelosi's  "Drive  for  25”  to  take 
back  Congress  and  Yes  on  30/No  on  32  efforts. 

b)  Executive  Director  Report  - Ally  Hergenraeder  stated  we  need  volunteers  at 
2278  Market.  Our  goal  is  10,000  registered  voters,  and  we've  made  a good  start. 
Will  also  need  phone  bankers  and  people  willing  to  travel  to  red  counties  and  states. 

c)  Finance  - Zoe  Dunning  reported  on  progress  related  to  fundraising  and  other 
activities.  Thanked  the  committee  was  sponsoring  the  Watch  Party.  Almost 
everyone  contributed.  We  will  plan  smaller  fundraisers  between  now  and  January 
and  possibly  a January  gala. 

d)  Voter  Registration  - Trevor  McNeil  reported  on  progress  related  to  voter 
registration  and  participation  in  the  California  Democratic  Party's  Chartered 
Organization  Voter  Registration  "Bounty"  Program.  We  were  trying  to  be  more 
purposeful  and  have  a calendar  of  events.  We've  started  an  internship  program  to 
get  young  people  involved  and  to  recruit  young  people.  New  citizens  swearing  in 
ceremony  - brought  in  210,  largest  ever.

ways  to  incentivize.  Kim  Shree-Maufas  offered  to  work  with  young  people. 
Hergenraeder  can  share  with  Google  calendar  events. 

e)  Club  Chartering  - Leah  Pimentel  reported  on  status  of  coordination  with 
chartered  Democratic  clubs  in  advance  of  the  fall  election  and  plans  for  club 
chartering. 

Chartering  will  occur  at  next  DCCC  meeting.  See  website  for  further  info.  October 
18,  there  is  training  for  Club  Cabinet  members  of  the  clubs. 

Hewitt  spoke  from  the  floor  about  "We  the  People  Democratic  Club  has  submitted 
paperwork.  Deadline  is  October  12  and  chartering  will  occur  later  in  October. 

George  Broder  asked  about  communications  to  clubs  regarding  re-chartering,  when 
would  the  DCCC  consider  and  vote  on  them?  Pimentel  replied  that  process  letters 
requesting  the  clubs  to  submit  the  required  paperwork  have  been  sent.  Broder  said 
he  regretted  not  staying  on  top  of  this  timeline,  wanted  to  alert  Pimentel  and 
perhaps  other  new  members  of  the  DCCC  that  a handful  of  clubs  in  their  by-laws 
allow  for  the  endorsement  of  non-Democrats  in  nonpartisan  races.  Kelly  clarified  - a 
club  can  endorse  a non-Democrat  in  a nonpartisan  race  if  they  choose,  this  was 
decided  years  ago  and  those  are  the  rules.  Broder  agreed  and  said  that's  why  he's 
bringing  it  up  again  since  the  senior  Senator  doesn't  agree  with  that  policy.  Jung 
stated  there  must  be  a change  to  the  by-laws  to  go  otherwise. 

Matt  Dorsey  pointed  out  that  there  is  an  effort  to  deal  with  by-laws  issues  due  to  the 
"top-two"  primary  problem  pointed  out  by  Hale  Smith  so  perhaps  this  matter  could 
be  studied  as  part  of  that  process.  Tom  Hsieh  stated  that  as  a process  answer, 
Broder  can  ask  chair  to  calendar  it  for  the  next  meeting  where  it  can  be  voted  on  or 
kicked  to  a committee.  If  it  gains  2/3s  majority,  it  will  supersede  what  went  into  the 
by-laws  some  time  ago.  Chair  asked  Broder  that  if  he  wanted  to  do  that  to  please 
not  wait  until  the  last  minute. 

f)  Communications  - Matt  Dorsey  reported  on  continued  efforts  to  make  the 
party's  website  the  most  vibrant  resource  it  can  be.  There  are  links  to  register  to 
vote  on-line.  Will  provide  links  to  SF  Department  of  Elections.  Beginning  in  early 
October,  voters  can  look  up  all  sorts  of  information  re:  polling  places,  ballots,  etc. 

We  are  providing  information  re:  resources  for  Democratic  clubs. 

Kelly  praised  the  posting  of  the  endorsement  questionnaires  on  the  website.  Was 
extremely  helpful. 

Dorsey  stated  we  asked  candidates  to  submit  high  res  photos,  and  those  are  posted. 
Business  cards  will  be  designed  and  printed  for  DCCC  members,  who  opt  to  have 
them.  Dorsey  will  follow-up  with  members.  Working  on  by-law  amendments  re: 
Brown  Act  and  Sunshine  Ordinance. 

g)  Treasurer  - Hsieh  reported  on  the  current  budget  and  finances  of  the  party,  and 
budgetary  needs  moving  forward.  (See  report  submitted.)  Balance  in  August  was  a 
little  over  $12,000. 


Two  large  donations  from  two  labor  organizations  for  Watch  Party.  We  received 
$5,000  from  the  Firefighters.  Information  on  profit  & loss  statement.  We  have  a 
federal  and  a state  account. 

There  are  liabilities  (bills)  accrued  from  the  previous  administration  which  this 
administration  will  pay. 

Cohen  asked  about  the  DCCC  overhead  costs.  Hsieh  explained  the  federal  account 
takes  care  of  our  fixed  overhead  - office  rent,  ED  salary,  other  recurring  monthly 
expenses.  Our  state  account  handles  slate  card  operations  - printing,  mailing,  etc. 

We  can  make  transfers  between  the  two  accounts,  as  approved  by  our  accountants. 

Our  new  ED's  salary  will  be  reflected  in  the  next  report,  per  her  hire  date. 

We  need  to  be  very  cautious  on  how  we  spend  our  money.  We  should  generate 
some  income  through  our  slate  card  operation. 

6.  Slate  Card  RFP  Selection 

Mandelman  has  resigned  from  the  committee  since  he  is  a candidate  for  Community 
College  Board.  Rothschild  reported  that  there  have  been  meetings  with  Nicole 
Derse  of  50+1  Strategies,  approaching  candidates  and  campaigns,  doing  rounds  with 
"our  tin  cup."  It  is  a big  expense  for  the  candidates.  Hsieh  reported  we  plan  to  mail 
to  150,000+  households  twice  city-wide.  Are  doing  different  versions  for  Chinese 
and  Latino  voters  to  do  our  ethnic  outreach,  grow  our  party.  Slate  cards  should 
arrive  in  mailbox  @ same  time  as  absentee  ballots. 

7.  Presentation  by  Emerge  California 

By  Executive  Director  Kimberlee  Ellis. 

Seven  month  intensive  program  from  December  to  June  to  train  women  to  run  for 
office.  In  10  years,  have  trained  almost  250  women.  Have  enjoyed  a 70%  win  rate 
for  those  who  run.  More  than  half  of  the  participants  in  the  program  have  been 
women  of  color.  Primarily  only  operated  in  Bay  Area.  Looking  to  expand  scope  to 
become  a state-wide  organization.  Emerge  is  so  important.  Women,  who  comprise 
58%  of  the  population  have  only  17%  representation  in  government.  We  are 
behind  Mexico,  China  and  Rwanda.  We  are  recruiting  now.  Details  on-line. 
Scholarships  are  available.  Event  on  September  27  is  our  Annual  Men's  event  who 
support  Emerge.  Men  of  Emerge  California.  6:30  to  8:30  at  Roe  Nightclub  and 
Lounge. 

Leslie  Katz  arrived  at  7:58  pm. 

8.  Endorsements 

Consideration  of  Proposition  39.  Alix  Rosenthal  explained  the  County  Committee's 
follow  the  CDP  endorsement  recommendation  on  Statewide  Proposition 
endorsements.  When  the  CDP  is  neutral,  County  Committees  are  allowed  to 
endorse.  This  is  the  case  with  Prop  39. 

We  can  vote  yes,  no,  no  endorsement  or  abstain.  One  of  those  choices  has  to  get 


50%  plus  1 (except  abstains). 


Explanation  of  Prop.  39:  taxes  multi-state  businesses;  closes  a tax  loop-hole. 
Estimated  to  bring  in  $1  billion  annually.  Will  be  dedicated  to  energy  efficiency 
projects.  Opponents  are  mostly  Republicans  and  those  who  oppose  taxes  in  general. 

Dorsey  noted  the  reason  CDP  did  not  endorse  is  because  of  AD1500,  which  has  now 
died  in  the  State  Senate.  Burton,  A1  Perez,  CLF,  Sierra  Club  are  among  the 
supporters.  If  we  endorse,  we  will  join  Counties  of  LA,  Alameda,  Ventura,  etc. 

Katz  moved  for  acclamation,  Hsieh  seconded.  Feinstein  abstained.  Approved  by 
remaining  members. 

9.  New  Business 

Kelly  shared  info  about  a Jane  Morrison  brunch  with  head  of  state  party,  John 
Burton.  11:30  to  2 on  Sunday.

WHEREAS,  Ross  Mirkarimi  was  elected  on  November  8,  2011  to  serve  in  one  of  the 
City’s  highest  ranking  law  enforcement  positions  as  Sheriff  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  a role  demanding  unquestioned  personal  integrity  and  professional 
responsibility;  and 

WHEREAS,  Ross  Mirkarimi  admitted  to  committing  a serious  crime  of  domestic  violence 
on  December  31 , 201 1 ; was  subsequently  ordered  by  the  court  to  surrender  his  firearms 
as  a result  of  that  crime;  pleaded  guilty  to  a crime  of  domestic  violence  on  March  19, 
2012;  and  voluntarily  accepted  a criminal  sentence  that  includes  52  weeks  of  mandatory 
counseling  in  a batterers’  program,  three  years  of  probation  under  the  supervision  of  the 
San  Francisco  Adult  Probation  Department,  100  hours  of  community  service,  and  fines 
and  court  fees;  and 

WHEREAS,  Ross  Mirkarimi’s  actions  to  fight  official  misconduct  charges  in  the  wake  of 
his  domestic  violence  sentence  sought  to  minimize  the  seriousness  of  his  crime,  and 
threaten  to  reverse  decades  of  progress  in  how  San  Francisco  addresses  domestic 
violence  crimes  and  works  with  domestic  violence  victims;  now  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  that  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  joins  other  Democratic  Party 
leaders  in  calling  on  Ross  Mirkarimi  to  resign  the  office  of  Sheriff;  and  be  it  further 

RESOLVED,  that  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  expresses  its  support  for  a voter- 
initiated  recall  under  the  provisions  of  San  Francisco  Charter  Section  14.103  to  remove 
Ross  Mirkarimi  from  the  office  of  the  Sheriff  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.

Reviewed  18-20  resumes,  conducted  10  phone  interviews  and 
interviewed  5 candidates.  DCCC  has  temporary  campaign  space  at  2278  Market 
Street  in  the  Castro;  getting  great  foot  traffic;  has  parking.  We  share  with 
Organizing  for  America,  Prop  C and  Prop  E.  Our  Convention  Party  was  well 
attended.  CDP  Chair  John  Burton  and  former  SF  Mayor  Willie  Brown  spoke.  Vince 
Courney  from  Local  261  provided  the  labor  perspective.  Many  thanks  to  Local  261 
for  hosting  us  with  their  space  and  supplying  the  audio/visual  equipment.  HQ 
opening  on  September  22  was  also  well  attended  with  special  guest  Leader  Nancy 
Pelosi,  making  the  point  that  SF  must  help  take  back  Congress.  Ally  is  coordinating 
voter  registration,  and  will  eventually  be  focusing  on  Pelosi's  "Drive  for  25”  to  take 
back  Congress  and  Yes  on  30/No  on  32  efforts. 

b)  Executive  Director  Report  - Ally  Hergenraeder  stated  we  need  volunteers  at 
2278  Market.  Our  goal  is  10,000  registered  voters,  and  we've  made  a good  start. 
Will  also  need  phone  bankers  and  people  willing  to  travel  to  red  counties  and  states. 

c)  Finance  - Zoe  Dunning  reported  on  progress  related  to  fundraising  and  other 
activities.  Thanked  the  committee  was  sponsoring  the  Watch  Party.  Almost 
everyone  contributed.  We  will  plan  smaller  fundraisers  between  now  and  January 
and  possibly  a January  gala. 

d)  Voter  Registration  - Trevor  McNeil  reported  on  progress  related  to  voter 
registration  and  participation  in  the  California  Democratic  Party's  Chartered 
Organization  Voter  Registration  "Bounty”  Program.  We  were  trying  to  be  more 
purposeful  and  have  a calendar  of  events.  We've  started  an  internship  program  to 
get  young  people  involved  and  to  recruit  young  people.  New  citizens  swearing  in 
ceremony  - brought  in  210,  largest  ever.  We  have  the  groundwork  laid  to  get  to 
10,000.  Please  come  volunteer,  even  on  your  lunch  hour. 

Hene  Kelly  espoused  idea  that  all  DCCC  members  should  go  down  to  the  HQ  and 
bring  in  other  volunteers.  Important  to  get  the  calendar  out. 

Matt  Dorsey  said  we  will  put  it  on  the  website. 

Joshua  Abeyta  wants  to  know  if  on-line  program  will  jibe  with  Bounty  program. 
McNeil  replied  he  understands  this  is  not  going  to  work.  Party  is  looking  for  other 


ways  to  incentivize.  Kim  Shree-Mafas  offered  to  work  with  young  people. 

Hergenraeder  can  share  with  Google  calendar  events. 

e)  Club  Chartering  - Leah  Pimentel  reported  on  status  of  coordination  with 
chartered  Democratic  clubs  in  advance  of  the  fall  election  and  plans  for  club 
chartering. 

Chartering  will  occur  at  next  DCCC  meeting.  See  website  for  further  info.  October 
18,  there  is  training  for  Club  Cabinet  members  of  the  clubs. 

Hewitt  spoke  from  the  floor  about  "We  the  People  Democratic  Club  has  submitted 
paperwork.  Deadline  is  October  12  and  chartering  will  occur  later  in  October. 

George  Broder  asked  about  communications  to  clubs  regarding  re-chartering.  Kelly 
clarified  - can  a club  endorse  a non-Democrat  over  a Democrat  in  non-partisan 
races?  Jung  stated  there  must  be  a change  to  the  by-laws  to  go  otherwise. 

Tom  Hsieh  stated  that  as  a process  answer,  Broder  can  ask  chair  to  calendar  it  for 
the  next  meeting  where  it  can  be  voted  on  or  kicked  to  a committee.  If  it  gains  a 
2/3s  majority,  it  will  supersede  what  went  into  the  by-laws  some  time  ago. 

Q Communications  - Matt  Dorsey  reported  on  continued  efforts  to  make  the 
party’s  website  the  most  vibrant  resource  it  can  be.  There  are  links  to  register  to 
vote  on-line.  Will  provide  links  to  SF  Department  of  Elections.  Beginning  in  early 
October,  voters  can  look  up  all  sorts  of  information  re:  polling  places,  ballots,  etc. 

We  are  providing  information  re:  resources  for  Democratic  clubs. 

Kelly  praised  the  posting  of  the  endorsement  questionnaires  on  the  website.  Was 
extremely  helpful. 

Dorsey  stated  we  asked  candidates  to  submit  high  res  photos,  and  those  are  posted. 
Business  cards  will  be  designed  and  printed  for  DCCC  members,  who  opt  to  have 
them.  Dorsey  will  follow-up  with  members.  Working  on  by-law  amendments  re: 
Brown  Act  and  Sunshine  Ordinance. 

g)  Treasurer  - Hsieh  reported  on  the  current  budget  and  finances  of  the  party,  and 
budgetary  needs  moving  forward.  (See  report  submitted.)  Balance  in  August  was  a 
little  over  $12,000. 

Two  large  donations  from  two  labor  organizations  for  Watch  Party.  We  received 
$5,000  from  the  Firefighters.  Information  on  profit  & loss  statement.  We  have  a 
federal  and  a state  account. 

There  are  liabilities  (bills)  accrued  from  the  previous  administration  which  this 
administration  will  pay. 

Cohen  asked  about  the  DCCC  overhead  costs.  Hsieh  explained  the  federal  account 
takes  care  of  our  fixed  overhead  - office  rent,  ED  salary,  other  recurring  monthly 
expenses.  Our  state  account  handles  slate  card  operations  - printing,  mailing,  etc. 


We  can  make  transfers  between  the  two  accounts,  as  approved  by  our  accountants. 

Our  new  ED’s  salary  will  be  reflected  in  the  next  report,  per  her  hire  date. 

We  need  to  be  very  cautious  on  how  we  spend  our  money.  We  should  generate 
some  income  through  our  slate  card  operation. 

6.  Slate  Card  RFP  Selection 

Mandelman  has  resigned  from  the  committee  since  he  is  a candidate  for  Community 
College  Board.  Rothschild  reported  that  there  have  been  meetings  with  Nicole 
Derse  of  50+1  Strategies,  approaching  candidates  and  campaigns,  doing  rounds  with 
"our  tin  cup."  It  is  a big  expense  for  the  candidates.  Hsieh  reported  we  plan  to  mail 
to  150,000+  households  twice  city-wide.  Are  doing  different  versions  for  Chinese 
and  Latino  voters  to  do  our  ethnic  outreach,  grow  our  party.  Slate  cards  should 
arrive  in  mailbox  @ same  time  as  absentee  ballots. 

7.  Presentation  by  Emerge  California 

By  Executive  Director  Kimberlee  Ellis. 

Seven  month  intensive  program  from  December  to  June  to  train  women  to  run  for 
office.  In  10  years,  have  trained  almost  250  women.  Have  enjoyed  a 70%  win  rate 
for  those  who  run.  More  than  half  of  the  participants  in  the  program  have  been 
women  of  color.  Primarily  only  operated  in  Bay  Area.  Looking  to  expand  scope  to 
become  a state-wide  organization.  Emerge  is  so  important.  Women,  who  comprise 
58%  of  the  population  have  only  17%  representation  in  government.  We  are 
behind  Mexico,  China  and  Rwanda.  We  are  recruiting  now.  Details  on-line. 
Scholarships  are  available.  Event  on  September  27  is  our  Annual  Men's  event  who 
support  Emerge.  Men  of  Emerge  California.  6:30  to  8:30  at  Roe  Nightclub  and 
Lounge. 

Leslie  Katz  arrived  at  7:58  pm. 

8.  Endorsements 

Consideration  of  Proposition  39.  Alix  Rosenthal  explained  the  County  Committee's 
follow  the  CDP  endorsement  recommendation  on  Statewide  Proposition 
endorsements.  When  the  CDP  is  neutral,  County  Committees  are  allowed  to 
endorse.  This  is  the  case  with  Prop  39. 

We  can  vote  yes,  no,  no  endorsement  or  abstain.  One  of  those  choices  has  to  get 
50%  plus  1 (except  abstains). 

Explanation  of  Prop.  39:  taxes  multi-state  businesses;  closes  a tax  loop-hole. 
Estimated  to  bring  in  $1  billion  annually.  Will  be  dedicated  to  energy  efficiency 
projects.  Opponents  are  mostly  Republicans  and  those  who  oppose  taxes  in  general. 

Dorsey  noted  the  reason  CDP  did  not  endorse  is  because  of  AD1500,  which  has  now 
died  in  the  State  Senate.  Burton,  A1  Perez,  CLF,  Sierra  Club  are  among  the 
supporters.  If  we  endorse,  we  will  join  Counties  of  LA,  Alameda,  Ventura,  etc. 

Katz  moved  for  acclamation,  Hsieh  seconded.  Feinstein  abstained.  Approved  by 


remaining  members. 


9.  New  Business 

Kelly  shared  info  about  a Jane  Morrison  brunch  with  head  of  state  party,  John 
Burton.  11:30  to  2 on  Sunday.

Resolution  on  Sheriff  Ross  Mirkarimi 


WHEREAS,  Ross  Mirkarimi  was  elected  on  November  8,  201 1 to  serve  in  one  of  the 
City’s  highest  ranking  law  enforcement  positions  as  Sheriff  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  a role  demanding  unquestioned  personal  integrity  and  professional 
responsibility;  and 

WHEREAS,  Ross  Mirkarimi  admitted  to  committing  a serious  crime  of  domestic  violence 
on  December  31 , 201 1 ; was  subsequently  ordered  by  the  court  to  surrender  his  firearms 
as  a result  of  that  crime;  pleaded  guilty  to  a crime  of  domestic  violence  on  March  1 9, 
2012;  and  voluntarily  accepted  a criminal  sentence  that  includes  52  weeks  of  mandatory 
counseling  in  a batterers’  program,  three  years  of  probation  under  the  supervision  of  the 
San  Francisco  Adult  Probation  Department,  100  hours  of  community  service,  and  fines 
and  court  fees;  and 

WHEREAS,  Ross  Mirkarimi’s  actions  to  fight  official  misconduct  charges  in  the  wake  of 
his  domestic  violence  sentence  sought  to  minimize  the  seriousness  of  his  crime,  and 
threaten  to  reverse  decades  of  progress  in  how  San  Francisco  addresses  domestic 
violence  crimes  and  works  with  domestic  violence  victims;  now  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  that  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  joins  other  Democratic  Party 
leaders  in  calling  on  Ross  Mirkarimi  to  resign  the  office  of  Sheriff;  and  be  it  further 

RESOLVED,  that  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  expresses  its  support  for  a voter- 
initiated  recall  under  the  provisions  of  San  Francisco  Charter  Section  14.103  to  remove 
Ross  Mirkarimi  from  the  office  of  the  Sheriff  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.

Since  two  members  are  absent  tonight,  a candidate 
needs  16  votes  to  get  an  endorsement.  Abstentions  will  lower  that  still  further.  It  is 
possible  for  more  than  4 candidates  to  get  50%  plus  1.  In  that  case,  we  will  go  with  top 
4 vote  getters.  "No  endorsement"  is  like  a candidate  except  it  does  not  drop  off. 

Endorsed  Board  of  Supervisor  candidates  must  meet  with  Rosenthal  after  the  meeting. 
Committee  will  allow  latecomer  candidate  for  Board  of  Education,  Kim  Garcia,  to  be 
considered  for  endorsement.

• Requires  multistate  businesses  to  calculate  their  California  income  tax  liability  based  on  the 
percentage  of  their  sales  in  California. 

• Repeals  existing  law  giving  multistate  businesses  an  option  to  choose  a tax  liability  formula 
that  provides  favorable  tax  treatment  for  businesses  with  property  and  payroll  outside 
California. 

• Dedicates  $550  million  annually  for  five  years  from  anticipated  increase  in  revenue  for  the 
purpose  of  funding  projects  that  create  energy  efficiency  and  clean  energy  jobs  in  California. 

Summary  of  Legislative  Analyst’s  Estimate  of  Net  State  and  Local  Government  Fiscal  Impact: 

• Approximately  $1  billion  in  additional  annual  state  revenues — growing  over  time — from 
eliminating  the  ability  of  multistate  businesses  to  choose  how  their  California  taxable 
income  is  determined.  This  would  result  in  some  multistate  businesses  paying  more  state 
taxes. 

• Of  the  revenue  raised  by  this  measure  over  the  next  five  years,  about  half  would  be  dedicated 
to  energy  efficiency  and  alternative  energy  projects. 

• Of  the  remaining  revenues,  a significant  portion  likely  would  be  spent  on  public  schools  and 
community  colleges. 


ANALYSIS  BY  THE  LEGISLATIVE  ANALYST 

BACKGROUND 

State  Corporate  Income  Taxes.  The 
amount  of  money  a business  owes  the  state  in 
corporate  income  taxes  each  year  is  based  on 
the  business’  taxable  income.  For  a business 
that  operates  both  in  California  and  in  other 
states  or  countries  (a  multistate  business),  the 
state  taxes  only  the  part  of  its  income  that  was 
associated  with  California.  While  only  a small 
portion  of  corporations  are  multistate  in 
nature,  multistate  corporations  pay  the  vast 
majority  of  the  state’s  corporate  income  taxes. 
This  tax  is  the  state’s  third  largest  General 
Fund  revenue  source,  raising  $9.6  billion  in 
2010-11. 


Multistate  Businesses  Choose  How  Their 
Taxable  Income  Is  Determined.  Currently, 
state  law  allows  most  multistate  businesses  to 
pick  one  of  two  methods  to  determine  the 
amount  of  their  income  associated  with 
California  and  taxable  by  the  state: 

• “Three-Factor  Method”  of 

Determining  Taxable  Income.  One 
method  uses  the  location  of  the 
company’s  sales,  property,  and 
employees.  When  using  this  method,  the 
more  sales,  property,  or  employees  the 
multistate  business  has  in  California,  the 
more  of  the  business’  income  is  subject 
to  state  tax.

• “Single  Sales  Factor  Method ” of 
Determining  Taxable  Income.  The 

other  method  uses  only  the  location  of 
the  company’s  sales.  When  using  this 
method,  the  more  sales  the  multistate 
business  has  in  California,  the  more  of 
the  business’  income  is  taxed.  (For 
example,  if  one-fourth  of  a company’s 
product  was  sold  in  California  and  the 
remainder  in  other  states,  one-fourth  of 
the  company’s  total  profits  would  be 
subject  to  California  taxation.) 

Multistate  businesses  generally  are  allowed  to 
choose  the  method  that  is  most  advantageous 
to  them  for  tax  purposes. 

Energy  Efficiency  Programs.  There  are 
currently  numerous  state  programs 
established  to  reduce  energy  consumption. 
These  efforts  are  intended  to  reduce  the  need 
to  build  new  energy  infrastructure  (such  as 
power  plants  and  transmission  lines)  and  help 
meet  environmental  quality  standards.  For 
example,  the  California  Public  Utilities 
Commission  (CPUC)  oversees  various  types 
of  energy  efficiency  upgrade  and  appliance 
rebate  programs  that  are  funded  by  monies 
collected  from  utility  ratepayers.  In  addition, 
the  California  Energy  Commission  (CEC) 
develops  building  and  appliance  standards 
that  are  intended  to  reduce  energy 
consumption  in  the  state. 

School  Funding  Formula.  Proposition  98, 
passed  by  voters  in  1988  and  modified  in 
1990,  requires  a minimum  level  of  state  and 
local  funding  each  year  for  public  schools  and 
community  colleges  (hereafter  referred  to  as 
schools).  This  funding  level  is  commonly 
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known  as  the  Proposition  98  minimum 
guarantee.  Though  the  Legislature  can 
suspend  the  guarantee  and  fund  at  a lower 
level,  it  typically  decides  to  provide  funding 
equal  to  or  greater  than  the  guarantee.  The 
Proposition  98  guarantee  can  grow  with 
increases  in  state  General  Fund  revenues 
(including  those  collected  from  state 
corporate  income  taxes).  Accordingly,  a 
measure — such  as  this  one — that  results  in 
higher  revenues  also  can  result  in  a higher 
school  funding  guarantee.  Proposition  98 
expenditures  are  the  largest  category  of 
spending  in  the  state’s  budget — totaling 
roughly  40  percent  of  state  General  Fund 
expenditures. 

PROPOSAL 

Eliminates  Ability  of  Multistate  Businesses 
to  Choose  How  Taxable  Income  Is 
Deteinnined.  Under  this  measure,  starting  in 
2013,  multistate  businesses  would  no  longer 
be  allowed  to  choose  the  method  for 
determining  their  state  taxable  income  that  is 
most  advantageous  for  them.  Instead,  most 
multistate  businesses  would  have  to 
determine  their  California  taxable  income 
using  the  single  sales  factor  method. 

Businesses  that  operate  only  in  California 
would  be  unaffected  by  this  measure. 

This  measure  also  includes  rules  regarding 
how  all  multistate  businesses  calculate  the 
portion  of  some  sales  that  are  allocated  to 
California  for  state  tax  purposes.  These 
include  a set  of  specific  rules  for  certain  large 
cable  companies.

Provides  Funding  for  Energy  Efficiency 
and  Alternative  Energy  Projects.  This 
measure  establishes  a new  state  fund,  the 
Clean  Energy  Job  Creation  Fund,  to  support 
projects  intended  to  improve  energy  efficiency 
and  expand  the  use  of  alternative  energy.  The 
measure  states  that  the  fund  could  be  used  to 
support:  (1)  energy  efficiency  retrofits  and 
alternative  energy  projects  in  public  schools, 
colleges,  universities,  and  other  public 
facilities;  (2)  financial  and  technical  assistance 
for  energy  retrofits;  and  (3)  job  training  and 
workforce  development  programs  related  to 
energy  efficiency  and  alternative  energy.  The 
Legislature  would  determine  spending  from 
the  fund  and  be  required  to  use  the  monies 
for  cost-effective  projects  run  by  agencies 
with  expertise  in  managing  energy  projects. 
The  measure  also  (1)  specifies  that  all  funded 
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projects  must  be  coordinated  with  CEC  and 
CPUC  and  (2)  creates  a new  nine-member 
oversight  board  to  annually  review  and 
evaluate  spending  from  the  fund. 

The  Clean  Energy  Job  Creation  Fund 
would  be  supported  by  some  of  the  new 
revenue  raised  by  moving  to  a mandatory 
single  sales  factor.  Specifically,  half  of  the 
revenues  so  raised — up  to  a maximum  of 
$550  million — would  be  transferred  annually 
to  the  Clean  Energy  Job  Creation  Fund. 
These  transfers  would  occur  for  only  five 
fiscal  years — 2013-14  through  2017-18. 

FISCAL  EFFECTS 

Increase  in  State  Revenues.  As  shown  in 
the  top  line  in  Figure  1 , this  measure  would 
increase  state  revenues  by  around  $ 1 billion 
annually  starting  in  2013-14.  (There  would

be  a roughly  half-year  impact  in  2012-13.) 
The  increased  revenues  would  come  from 
some  multistate  businesses  paying  more  taxes. 
The  amounts  generated  by  this  measure 
would  tend  to  grow  over  time. 

Some  Revenues  Used  for  Energy  Projects. 
For  a five-year  period  (2013-14  through 
2017-18),  about  half  of  the  additional 
revenues — $300  million  to  $550  million 
annually — would  be  transferred  to  the  Clean 
Energy  Job  Creation  Fund  to  support  energy 
efficiency  and  alternative  energy  projects. 

School  Futiding  Likely  to  Rise  Due  to 
Additional  Revenues.  Generally,  the  revenue 
raised  by  the  measure  would  be  considered  in 
calculating  the  state’s  annual  Proposition  98 
minimum  guarantee.  The  funds  transferred  to 
the  Clean  Energy  Job  Creation  Fund, 
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however,  would  not  be  used  in  this 
calculation.  As  shown  in  the  bottom  part  of 
Figure  1 , the  higher  revenues  likely  would 
increase  the  minimum  guarantee  by  at  least 
$200  million  for  the  2012-13  through 
2017-18  period.  In  some  years  during  this 
period,  however,  the  minimum  guarantee 
could  be  significantly  higher.  For  2018-19 
and  beyond,  the  guarantee  likely  would  be 
higher  by  at  least  $500  million.  As  during  the 
initial  period,  the  guarantee  in  some  years 
could  be  significantly  higher.  The  exact 
portion  of  the  revenue  raised  that  would  go  to 
schools  in  any  particular  year  would  depend 
upon  various  factors,  including  the  overall 
growth  in  state  revenues  and  the  size  of 
outstanding  school  funding  obligations.
